rrilE FOLLOWING AKE IN PART THE RULES 
A and regulations of the Ixmisville Water Company, 
adopted by the Board of Directors at a regular meeting 
on the 23th of November, 1334, ami, under the require- 
ments of their charter, are ordered to be published, viz.: 
No.’s 13, 22, 24, 27, and 80: 

13. No Permit* vor HofB Attachmiint8 At.onp..— 
Hereafter no permits will bo granted for hoso attach- 
ments to be used for street-sprinkling alone , but only in 
connection with the ordinary aupplie* for donn**tic and 
manufacturing purposes will haiui hone street-.-priuk- 
ling be permitted. From and after January 1st, 1355, all 
premises haring hose attachments for street-sprinkling 
• nig will be assessed at the established rates for all pur- 
pose for which water am be made available on the 
premises from the street-sprinkler or hose attachment. 

22. Priyii.eobs of Water Consumers.— W ater con- 
sumers arc not guaranteed a specific quantity (except 
where metres are asedj of water for any purpoeo what- 
ever, but simply an ample quantity for the purpose* 
named in the permit; and all other uses the water ia ap- 
plied to ia in direct violation of the agreement mude be- 
tween the Water Company and the consumer at the 
time of granting the permit, and therefore subject to all 
reasonable penalties which the Water Company may see 
proper to impost. 

24. Use of Hand Hobr.— 1 The use of hand hose is per- 
mitted at all hours in the day for the purpose* named in 
the permit, except sprinkling street*, yards, and gar- 
dens, wtiHhiug sidewalks, walks, steps, windows, and 
fronts; for these purpose* the ON of hand hose i- 
ed to four hour* in each day. In the morning , between 
the hour* of *ix and eight o'clock, from 21st of March to 
81st of September; and during the remainder of the year 
between the hours of seven and nine o'clock. In the 
veiling, between the hours of five and seven, o'clock, 
from the 21st ol March to the 21st of September; and dur- 
ing the remainder of the year between the hours of half- 
past three and half-past fire o’clock, and at no other time, 
day or night. 

The use of hand hose in o-aae of fire i* at all times per- 
mitted, and may be used by any ouo gaining access 
thereto. 

The use of hand hose for washing locomotives, cars, 
enables, or vehicles of any description, or for any pur- 
pose in which the momentum of tlio water discharged 
from the hose- nozzle is alone depended upon for produc- 
ing the requisite friction to eflV*ct washing, is strictly 
prohibited, unless special permit* shall have been grant- 
ed, and extra water rents paid for all euch wasteful uses 
ef water. 

The uho of hand hose for wanking strocts and gutters, 
and thawing snow or Ice, is prohibited. 

The use of hand hose for sprinkling streets, yards, and 
gardens, washing sidewalks, walks, steps, windows, and 
fronts, with hose nozzle larger than ouc- -quarter (.'4J of 
an inch in diamter, is prohibited. 

The use of hand hose for any purpose whatever, with 
•ut nozzles, is prohibited. 

Leaky hose attachments, broken caps and boxen, con- 
verting hose Into jet* for amusement l>y either adults or 
children, suffering hose to ruu when not iu use, are all 
strictly prohibited. 

27. Conbtant Flow of Water.— W atering-troughs 
In lively stables, stock-yards, slaughter-houses, &0.« will 
not be permitted to receive a constant How of water, but 
•n lr in such quantities as will si/pnly the actual wauts 
of the Btock having access thereto. Neither will continu- 
ous streams of water be permitted to flow from hydrant*, 
faucets, draws, water-closets, urinals, or any other appa- 
ratus connected with the service pipe, either for the waut 



of proper repair or lor protection against frost. In cases 
where water is discharged into tank* and the buildings 
thence supplied, the tanks must be kept perfectly water- 



tight, and the supply pipes to the same bo provided with 
*>ail-cocks, which mud always b« kept in working order. 
30. Con'mumzrs’ Prn iltirr.— if any party shail refuse 



•r neglect to pay the water rent within ten days after 
it is due, the water will be turned off, and uot turned on 
•gain until all back rent and tines are paid. 

Any consumer or subscriber violating, or permitting 
violations from his attachment, of any of the Water 
Company's rules and rcgulat ms governing the intro- 
duction, supply, and consumption of water, will be noti- 
fied thereot iu writing, left on the premise*; a»d, if ho 
then fails to appear promptly and pay the fine, the water 
will be shut off, and a double fiue imposed— which, iu 
addition to all expense* attending the shutting off, will 
have to be paid before the water is again turned #a the 
premises, as well as give satisfactory assurances that 
future abuse* will not be permitted. In cases of persist- 
ent violatiou* and disregard of the Water Company's 
rule*, the service attachment of ferrule will be with- 
drawn from the distributing pipe, and the supply whol- 
ly discontinued. 

Fines for violation* of rules to lie imposed and collect- 
ed in *un<* varying from two to twenty dollars, accord- 
ing to tlio nature of the violations.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE >?AVY. 



[ AHSTRACT. ] 

Navy Department, De<\ 1864. 

8iit: Tn siilnnilting the annual report of the 
transactions of this department and of the navy, 
with those of the several bureaus for the year, 
it affords me pleasure to assure you that the’eou- 
dition of affairs is satisfactory, and that the dis- 
cipline and efficiency of the service continue to 
be lailhfnily maintained. 

TIIK BLOCK ABE. 

The blockade of a coast-lino af three thousand 
five huudred and forty-nine miles in len/rth, 
o-reater in extent than the whole eoast of Eu- 
rope from Cape Trafalgar to Cape North, is an 
undertaking without precedent in history. Al- 
most every vessel employed in violating the 
blockade has been constructed in Ei^land. with 
preat skill, regardless of cost, aid with sole ref- 
erence to enpapinp in this illicit trade, the prof- 
its of which arc almost as remunerative ns 
those attending the slave trade, a kindred traf- 
fic, that all Christendom discountenance* and 
the most powerful maritime natioms have com- 
bined in vain to suppress; yet the slave trade is 
carried on within limits which measure but a 
fraction of our extended blockade. The cupid- 
ity of Enplish merchants, aided by their vast 
resources, together with the advantages derived 
from those triangular depots of bloclttds run- 
ners and of rebel supplies — the ports of Halifax, 
Bermuda, and Nassau— ports which will always 
be in s> mpathy with the enemies of this coun- 
try — has indeed them to engage in this trade. 
The illicit traffic with the rebels, who are mak- 
ing war npon onr eorernment. belong* to that 
code of commercial morals which prompted the 
smuggling of opium iuto China, and the rule of 
those who engage in it is to trade, legally or 
illegally. If it he illegal, it Is the business of 
the Chinese and Americans, not of Englismen, 
to prevent it.

CONSTRUCTION OF NAVAL VESSELS. 

At the commencement of the reliellion the 
I navy consisted of sailing vessels, a few paddle- 
wheel steamers, and screw vessels with an xil- 
iarv stenm power. Among the hitter, the prin- 
i cipal and most important were the steam frig- 
ates, which, on account of their great draught of 
water, were unsuitable for any other purpose 
j than that of cruisers on foreign stations os flag- 
ships, for which, indeed, they were intended. 
These vessels had been built to meet the con- 
f ditions of their day; some of them, the Missis, 
l sippi for instance, had been in service more than 
| twenty venrs. When constructed, the priucipal 
| object iu view was armament, not speed, and 
they were equal, if not superior, to the vessels 
j of other naval powers. For attacks on forts, 

! when accessible to naval attacks, or to protect 
! troops in landing, they can still render service. 
Time was required to repair and place in proper 
condition such of these vessels as were disman- 
tled. and also those which were recalled from 
service abroad. The sailing men-of-war had 
become useless for fighting purposes. In the 
emergency that devolved upon it at the begin- 
ning of hostilities, the department resorted to 
the commercial marine, and purchased every 
available merchant steamer that could advan- 
tageously he converted into a naval vessel, and 
be used to enforce the blockade! 

The want of small, heavilv-armed, propeller 
vessels was felt, and the department immedi-

in the censure ol the manner in which it has I 
been conducted. The intelligent officers of the 



naval and merchant service who have labored 
with untiring seal and astiduitv, and watched 
with sleepless vigilance through the weary 
months of winter and summer, and in all weath- 
ers, stimulated by the hope of benefiting their 
country and receiving its thanks, as well as by 
every inducement to fame and peenniarv re- 
ward if successful, do not concur in the opinion 
that the port of Wilmington can be entirely 
closed by blockade. 

Convinced, as this Department always has 
been, that it is necessary to take possession of 
the enl ranees, so as to permit eur armed vessels 
of light draught to go inside, no opportunity ha* 
been omitted to impress the necessity of joint 
naval and military operations for that purpose. 
The navy has been at all times ready to perform 
its part iii such an expedition; but the army has 
not vet been able to unite in a joint movement. 
Neither branch of the service can expect to be 



successful in an attack upon this position inde- i 



twenty-three gunboats, of which the Un.vlillu, 
Pinola, and Wieeahickon, may be taken a# the 
type. Some of these veseela were atloat, armed, 
and manned within four months from the date 
of contract, and participated yi the attack on 
Port Royal; others took part on the lower Mis- 
rissippi in passing the forte and in capturing 
New Orleam. These gunboats continue to 
maintain a good reputation, and their steam 
machinery gives satisfaction. Well adapted as 
they are for guarding onr eoast. a larger de- 
scription was needed for ocean service, and four 
vessels of the class of the Ossipee, mounting 
eafh two guns of eleven inches, were built. 
There were also fonr vessels of slightly less ton- 
nage constructed, carrying the same armament, 
of which the Kearsarge is the type. The Shenan- 
doah is the type, of pix rebels, mounting each 
three eleven inch guns, all of which sustain a 
high reputation. The heavy guns mentioned

at Wilmington, as at New Orleans, Mobile, and 
Port Ro>al. cither of those operation* could 
have been repeated at that point; but.

PIRATICAL CRUISERS. 

The three English-built piratical cruisers 
which, under the rebel flag, have, during the 
last tw’o years, roamed the #eas, robbing and de- 
Btrovingour merchantmen, shunning all armed 
antagonists, and have found refuge and protec- 
tion, and too often supplies and other assistan- 
ces, in neutral ports, have terminated their 
redatory career. Their unrestrained warfare 
as undoubtedly had the effect of diminishing 
American tonnage, and caused a transfer of 
American shipping to English aud other flags. 
Whether the maritime nations of the world will 
be ultimately benefited by this policy of foster- 
ing rebel belligerents may well be doubted. We 
have been compelled to encounter it as one of 
the incidents of this extraordinary and unnatu- 
ral conflict. While notoriously engaged in 
plunder and in the wanton destruction of our 
merchant sailing ships, these English-built, aud 
almost exclusively English-manned, rovers have 
never, during their entire piratical career, and 
of all their captures on various seas, sent in 
for adjudication and condemnation a single ship 
or cargo. The less bulky and more valuable 
portions of their robberies were taken on board 
the corsairs to be sold or covertly transferred in 
neutral ports, while the stolen chronometers 
and a few mementoes were retained as memo- 
rials of their achievements. All else was de- 
stroyed. 

Of the capture of the Alabama the report 
Bays: 

This has been the only fair and open sea-fight 
which our naval men have been able to secure 
as yet during the war; and it occurred in the 
English channel, in sight of the two great mari- 
time powers of Europe. In size, armament, 
and complement of men, the combatants were 
as Dear equal perhaps as could have been ar- 
ranged. Most of the crew of the Alabama were 
Englishmen, and the gunners admitted to have 
been picked men of her Mujestv’s gunucrv ship 
the Excellent. 

Some latent, remains of pride which belong 
to the profession, and which animated his ear- 
lier and more honorable life while sailing under 
the American flag, undoubtedly had an influ- 
ence in inducing the pirate commander to mc<»t 
a naval antagonist, after his long career of rob- 
bery and plunder of unarmed vessels, in the vain 
hope that it might, if successful, restore to him 
some portion of the respect he had forfeited, 
and at the same time relieve him of some of the 
debasement he has never ceased to feel, even 
when applauded by those foreigu partisans who 
baled the country lie had deserted. But the 
same dishonor marked his conduct on this oc 
caaion, as during his whole ignoble career. 

In February lflsl, ttfc Florida, availing herself 
of a dark night, escaped from Brest, eluding 
the Kear-arge, which was off that port. In 
June she visited the neutral port of 8t. George’s, 
Bermuda, and remained there nino days, receiv- 
ing all the coal and supplies necessary for a long 
piratical cruise. Leaving 8t. George’s on the 
27th of that month she remained outside, but in 
sight, for three or four days, boarding all vessels 
that approached the island. Oa the 10th of 
July she captured the Electric Spark, near our 
coast, while several vessels were cruising for her, 
lmt she escaped and was next heard from at 
Teneriffc, on the Ah of August. Subsequently, 
entering the bay of San Salvador, Brazil, she 
encountered the steamer Wachusett, commanded 
by Commander Collins, to whom she surren- 
dered, and bv whom she was brought in a leaky 
and dilapidated condition to Hampton Roads. 
Here, while at auchor, an army transport came 
in collision with the shattered vessel, which 
sunk a few days after hear the wreck of the 
Cumberland.

| the ri v e n ™d bayous, often narrow ana 
I tortuous, another and different class, draw- 
ing Icb* water than is found to be neeessarv, 
j and for them competition was invited. To 
I turn in these frequently restricted channels is 
difficult, and sometimes impossible, and the ne- 
cessities of the case suggested the principle of a 
ighting vessel with a double bow and rudder at 
each end. Twelve paddle-wheel steamers, con- 
structed on this principle, were built, some in 
the navv-yards and others by contract. The 
Port Royal and Sonoma are types of this class. 
An additional number, amounting to twenty- 
seven, of these double-bowed paddle-wheel ves- 
sels have been built, almost all of them by con- 
tract. The Sossacns, which was distinguished 
in the attack on the rebel ram in Alermarle 
Sound; the Metacomet, conspicuous in Mobile 
Bay. and the Eutaw. are types of these vessels. 
Ei«rht of this class are built or building of iron, 
and will have strength sufficient for sea service 
as well as for inland waters. One of them, the 
Wateree, sent round Cape Horn, reached Sau 
Francisco in September la&t, and is on duty in 
the Pacific. 

In order to have armed vessels suitable for 
naval operations on the Mississippi and its trib- 
utaries, the department invited plans and prop- 
osition* from ship-builders and others acquaint- 
ed with those waters, and the vessels built on 
these rivers have been chiefly from the plans 
submitted by parties thus invited. Two of these 
vessels, built at St. LouD, participated in the 
action with the rebel ram Tennessee, and have 
done good service in Mobile Bay. 

The entire class of monitor or turreted ves- 
sels have been brought into existence daring 
this war, and the eoast and harbor iron-clads 
have been serviceable in James river, at Charles- 
ton, and at Mobile. Modifications and improve- 
ments have been made in this class of armored 
vessels. 

• The pressure for iron-clads of light draught, 
which could ascend the rivers and penetrate the 
sounds and bavs along our coast, was felt to be 
a necessity. The operation* of our armies in 
the vicinity of the inland water aud adjacent to 
the rivers required the constant presence ©f 
gunboats. But the men thas employed, as well 
as the magazines and machinery of the vessels, 
are exposed, especially in the narrow streams 
with high and wooded hanks. Some vessels, 
and not a few valuable lives, have ln*en l«r*t l»v 
these exposures, and in order to afford all possi- 
ble protect ion to the gallant men who encounter 
these dangers, the department considered it a 
duty to provide armored vessels of light draught 
for their security. Contracts were entered into 
for the construction of twenty vessels on the 
monitor principle, each to carry two 11-inch 
guns, in order to he efficient, and to draw but 
seven feet of water. 

It was ascertained, however, when the first 
two approached completion, that the draught 
of water was more than was inteuded. The 
heavy armor and the 11-inch guns, with the 
machinery to give them proper speed, involved 
the necessity of enlarging the capacity of each 
of them. When making these necessary altera- 
tions it was deemed advisable, under applica- 
tions from some of the commanders of squad- 
rons for boats that should present but a small 
rise above the surface of the water, to dispense 
with the turrets in five of these light-draught 
vessels, with a view to special operations. The 
remaining fifteen were ordered to be enlarged 
by raising their decks, thereby giving them ad- 
ditional tonnage and greater draught, and 
making them more efficient, but in other re- 
spects carry out the original design. This work 
is now being performed, and most of the vessels 
are near completion. 

The exigencies of the timet and the necessi- 
ties of the war have stimulated the inventive fac- 
ulties of onr countrymen to vast improvements 
in vessels, in engines, in ordnance, and project- 
iles. That in some instances they are not at 
first entirely successful is not surprising. Mis- 
takes and even failures will occur. In nearly 
every class of vessels that have been built, and 
especially those that are armored, more or less 
alterations have been found necessary while 
they were being constructed. Only two of the 
monitor class of vessels — the Dictator and Puri- 
tan— are proposed for sea service. Their suc- 
cess, of which the inventor and builder are san- 
guine, is among the experiments that the period 
and the. exigencies of the country have imposed 
upon the Department. 

Four turreted vessels have been built in the 
navy yards of wood and cased with iron, differ- 
ing therein from the original monitors, which 
are exclusively of iron. One of them, the Mon-* 
ad nock, now in commission, has performed her 
trips from Boston to Hampton Roads with en- 
tire satisfaction, giving assurance that this ex- 
periment, deviating in essential respects from 
others, is likely t© be successful. The draught 
of water of the Monadnock is twelve feet, aud, 
with two independent screws, she has a speed 
of ten knots. Four other similar vessels, of a 
still more formidable and invulnerable charac- 
acter, arc building. 

Tbc only sea-going iron-clad ships, besides 
the two turn ted vessels already mentioned, are 
the New Ironsides, built in 18(i2; the Roanoke, 
one of the old frigates which has been armored, 
and the Dnndcrberg, a casemate vessel. For 
this vessel the contractor has promised a speed 
of fifteen knots at sea. 

The department has, on several occasions, in- 
vited propositions for iron, sea-going, armored 
ships, but Congress having declined to make 
the necessary appropriations, no measurrs have 
bw n taken for their construction. 

The vessels recently built and at present con- 
structing iu the navy yards are of wood, the 
smaller class of them being gun-boats, eight of 
which arc of the class of the Nipsic, of COO tons, 
uu noting one heavy pivot and four broadside 
guns. Tbcie are lour of the class of the Nan- 
tucket, of 1»00 tons, mounting one heavy pivot, 
with six broadside guns. In addition to the^e 
there are four vessels ofi the class of the 
Algona, with a tonnage of 1,350 tons and pro- 
portionate armament. All of these vessels have 
very considerable steam power, and will, as 
some of them have already proved, be efficient 
cruisers at sea. 

The immediate wants of the blockadofl^ing 
been supplied by the vessels built and^fered 
in tbc navy yards, and by purchase of the best 
merchant steamers capable of bearing heavy 
armament, the attention of the department has 
been bestow ed on larger and more imposing 
ships, such as would be formidable not only for 
home defence but for foreign service. The po- 
sition and influence of a nation among the great 
commercial nnd maritime powers of the world 
are to a great extent dependent on its naval 
ability. Limited appropriations have already 
t een made by Congress lor vessels of this char- 
acter. Each succeeding year of this war has 
produced from foreign ship yards steamers of 
greater speed to run the blockade, and the re- 
liable preventive of this illicit trade must be 
found in vessels of increased steam-power. By 
making them of sufficient size they will be for- 
midable, not only to neutral violators of our laws, 
but to any enemy. ( )f the vessels on which some 
sacrifice of nrniament ha? been made to obtniu 
speed thcic arc seven building, three of which 
are already launched, and the others will soon 
be ready. Two of these vessels arc being built 
by contract, and live in the navy yards. This 
class of vessels i-> represented by the Atmmmoo- 
suc and the Chattanooga. There are also in 
course of construction twenty vessels with steam 
machinery of rather less power, but which are 
to be much more heavily armed. Ten of these, 
of the cla?s of the Illinois, the Guierriere, aud 
the Java, have covered gun-decks, aud will car- 
ry twenty heavy guns. Two will have a plat- 
ing of thin iron as a protection from shells. 
The remaining ten, of the class of the Contoo- 
eook and Mauitou, building in the army navy 



yards, are of less size but with equal machinery 
and intended for greater speed. As all of them 
will be provided with masts and sails, thev can 
be cruising vessels aud need on foreign station*. 

STEAM MACH INERT. 

A* onr navy has become not only exclusively 
a steam navy but a very large one, with an enor- 
mous consumption of coal, and great expendi- 
ture for the construction and repair of ma- 
chinery, it becomes t matter of the first conse- 
quence that onD the best machinery be ob- 
tained for it. This problem is one of verv 
difficult, costly, aDd slow solution. The great 
maritime countries of England and France have 
not yet solved it, either in the commercial or 
war marine, and at this hour the best authori- 
ties do -not agree upon it. So many conditiots 
enter inter into the problem that as prominence 
is given more or less to one or the other differ-" 
ent conclusions are reached, rt is evident that, 
n» the question is purely a practical one, it can 
only be answered by extensive experience and 
accurate observations. Mindfulf of the impor- 
tance of this matter, the Department, notwith- 
standing the great pressure upon its resources 
by the war, has kept in view and promoted by 
every moans the acquisition of the necessary in 
foimation. 

In its iron-clads the department has experi 
mented by the construction of different classes 
nnd sizes, both in wood and iron, propelled by 
one screw, and by two screws, working inde- 
pendently of each other. In its most recent 
constructions, of the Mlantonomah class, a 
w#oden vessel designed by the navy construc- 
tors and built at tbe navy vards. with Ericsson 
turrets, and machinery designed by the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, a high rate of speed, 
perfect ventilation, impregnability, and the 
enormous battery of four 17» inch' gun*, have 
been combined in a vessel of the moderate sloe 
of 1,504 tons, drawing only 12 feet of water. 
These vessels are free from the disadvantage of 
fouling, which so greatly reduces the speed of 
iron ones. 

Others of this type, hut of increased tonnage, 
are in process of construction, to have still 
higher speed nnd*be adapted to coast aervice. 

In the steamers bought from the commercial 
marine of the country, and in the captured 
blockade-runners now adapted for naval ser- 
vice, are to be found every variety of machin- 
ery. both screw and paddle-wheel, constructed 
either in this country or Great Britain. So far 
as the exigencies of the war would permit, the 
different types of machinery hare been submit- 
ted to careful experiment to’ ascertain their rela- 
tive merits. 

A commission of nine, on practical engineer- 
ing. lifts been appointed by the department, con- 
sisting of three from the Academy of Science, 
three from the Franklin Institute, and three on 
the part of the department — all eminent in phys- 
ical science — to devise the proper apparatus, and 
to make the necessary experiments therewith, 
to ascertain by practical results the economy of 
using steam with different degrees of expansion. 
These experiments, which are now in progre***, 
will he as elaborate and as complete as it is pos- 
sible to make them. 

NAVY YARD FOR IRON VESSELS ABD MACHNERY. 

When hositilities commenced, our Govern- 
ment had provided no suitable navy yard with 
machine shop? nnd founderies to manufacture the 
necessary machinery for our rapidly increasing 
and expanding navy; hut the department was 
compelled to rely on the few private establish- 
ments. which it could divert from other engage- 
ments. for the immense work that was calling 
out the resources of the nation. 

All of our present nayv yards; it will be re- 
membered, were established for the construc- 
tion aud repair of wooden sailing vessels. 
Steam and armored vesse's have superseded 
these, and the inability of our present establish- 
ments for the work imposed by this war has 
been the source of inexpressible* anxiety, aud 
often of great disappointment and public injury. 
To relieve tlio navy yards from work which they 
have but limited means to execute, and to se- 
cure necessary repairs, the department has been 
compelled to establish stations for machinery, 
and means of refitment at Mound City, Mem- 
phis, New Orleans. Ship Island, Pensacola, Kev 
West, Port Royal, Beaufort, Norfolk, and Balti- 
more. But these and all the private establish- 
ments of the country, besides other calls upon 
them, have been insufficient to keep the present 
naw in ne cessary order, so that, if to the duty 
of blockading there were added ocean conflicts 
with a naval power by which our ships would 
be often disabled, the sad spectacle would be 
presented of our naval vessels laid up iu time of 
war for want of a proper establishment with 
the shops and means to repair them. 

Our country, whose strength and power 
among nations must ever l»c identified with and 
maintained by its navy, and which possesses in 
such abundance the means of creating and sus- 
taining one, has not, in all the navy yards com- 
bined, the appliances possessed by single es- 
tablishments in England and France. Were 
there outside of our navy yards establishments 
to perform promptly the requisite work in time 
of war, I should not at this time again press the 
subject of a navv yard for iron work for the con- 
struction of vessels upon the consideration of 
our authorities. But, although the Department 
has generally been abb and zealously seconded 
in its efforts by private contrac tors, yet the fact 
that there is no customer but the Government 
for much of this heart- class of iron work forbids 
us to expect that Individual enterprise will be 
prepared to execute it without full remunera- 
tion for all the outlay for shops, tools, gnd ma- 
chinery which may he required in preparation. 
Besides this, unlimited lime is takeu by them 
for the completion of the work. 

Our next contest may be with a naval power 
which will attempt to direct upon our shores a 
course of operations similar to tho^c which we 
have applied to the southern coast for suppress- 
ing the rebellion. One yard, at least where- 
iron vessels, iron armor, and iron shafting can 
be manufactured, is now imperatively necessary. 

A navy yard, if we have one for naval iron 
work, should be established on fresh water, for 
this is essential to the preservation of iron ves- 
sels, which cannot be laid up in salt water du- 
ring peace. Ready access to coal, iron, iWid 
timber is also important, for these essentials 
should be always available on tbe inland waters 
without exposure to an enemy by coastwise 
transportation. 

These favorable conditions arc to be obtained 
nowhere else go completely as on the Delaware 
river; and the position of League Island, within 
the limits of the city of Philadelphia, presents 
probably a stronger combination of tbe points 
that arc necessary than any other location. 

There are already three navy yards east of the 
Hudson, and should Congress deem it advisable 
to add another to that section or elsewhere, it 
is to be hoped that such determination will not 
interfere with or prevent the Government from 
having a proper establishment for the construc- 
tion of iron vessels, iron armor, and iron work 
of every description for naval purposes in the 
immediate vicinity of the iron aud coal region 
of the more central portion of the Union. As 
a meisure of ordinary prudence it is most earn- 
estly recommended that the offer of League 
Island be without delay accepted. 

NAVY YARD OX THE MISSISSIPPI. 

IT By an act ot Congress, approved June 30, 
the Secretary of Lite Navy was “author- 
ized and empowered to appoint a commission, 
consisting of one naval officer, one officer of 
the engineer corps, and one civilian, to select 
the most approved site for a navyyard or naval 
station on tue Mississippi river, or upon one of 
its tributaries. aDd to report to the next session 
of Congress.’ In pursuance of the authority 
conferred on me by this act, a commission ha* 
been constituted, and is now engaged in mak- 
itg the required examinations. 

NAVAL RANK. 

There ia in the naval branch of the public 
service no rank corresponding with that of 
Lieutenant-General. Congress has established 
the grade of lb ar-Admiral, which corresponds 
with that of Major-General, and it would be an 
act of recognition eminently deserved, and 
which would be fully appreciated by the gallant 
men of the Davy, were Congress to authorize 
the appointment of a Vice-Admiral. Such hon- 
ors and preferments stimulate heroes. 

In reeommendiug that the office of Vice- 
Admiral should be created, and the appoint- 
ment conferred on Rear-Admiral David G. Far- 
ragut, I but respond, ns I believe, to the voice 
and wishes of the naval service and of the w hole 
< onntry. 

NAUTICAL 6CUOOIS. 

I am not aware that am State but Massachu- 
setts has a nautical school. Encouragement is 
piven to the young in every other calling; bnt 
the naval and merchant service, in time of 
peace, depend almost entirely upon the foreign- 
ers and the homeless for mariners to sail their 
ships. With a view of doing some measure of 
justice to this meritorious hut too much neglect- 
id class, and as a preliminary step toward their 
elevation and usefulness, the S&bine has been 
fitted up for the purpose of a school-ship for 
boys. This is, in fact, a revival, with some 
modifications, of the apprentice system, which, 
while it was continued, worked beneficially for 
tbe sailor and the country. From among’ the 
apprentices on the scho<i!-shlp, a selection of 
one-balf of tbe midshipmen annually appointed 
might he made with great advantage to the ser- 
vice and the country. 

CADET ENGINEERS. 

Preliminary measures have been taken to car- 
ry into effect the law of the last session of Con- 
gress authorizing the education at the Naval 
Academy of cadet engineers, to be selected from 
youths not over eighteen y ears of age, who shall 
have beeii engaged at least two years in the 
fabrication of steam machinery. A circular has 
been issued and printed in ihc papers of the 
great manufacturing cities, inviting applica- 
tions in conformity to the law. 

Before this plan shall be put into operation, 
it is respectfully submitted, in view of the radi- 
cal < liangcs which have been wrought bv steam 
as a motive power for naval vessels, whether 
>i- ut engineering should not be made to con- 
stitute hereafter a nece-sary part of the cduca- 
tionof all i lidshi] men, so uiat iu our future 
na\y every line officer w ill be a steam engineer 
ai d qualified to have complete con. maud and 
direction of his ship. Hereafter every vessel of 
for w ar must be a steam vessel. Those designed 
ocean sc rvicc will be furnished with sails in order 
to economize fuel while cruising, the present 
and future navy will therefore combine sails 
and steam ft 1 * motive power, and seamanship 
and sleam-cnginc-driviDg will each be necessa- 
ry to make the finished professional officer. 
The officers to :-ail and navigate a ship and the 
officers to iun the steam engine are aboutcqual 
in number. 

When vessels were propelled exclusively by 
• sails there were but two officers, excepting iu 



flag-ships, the Surgeon and Paymaster, who 
were not Hue off] ers. But under the p-e-ent 
naval system a new aud additional corpis intn 
dticed, us many steam engineers being required 
for a vessel as there are line officers: and, while 
cruising under sail, or lying inf>ort, or perform- 
ing any duty whei the engine is at rest, one- 
half of the officers are, by existing regulations, 
idle and incapable of participating iu duties that 
are often laborious and oppressive on the offi- 
cers of the line, comparatively speaking. It 
only remains to commence, at this time, and as 
preparatory to the future of the navy, to teach 
the midshipmen steam-engineering, as applied 
to running the engine. This would be inde- 
pendent of the art of designing and construct- 
ing, which is purely a specialty, and nowive 
necessary in the management and direction of 
the ship. And to this specialty, as a highly 
scientific body of officers, would the present corps 
of engineers be always required, as inspectors 
and constructors of machinery. 

FR.V.ES AND PENSIONS. 

The number of vessels captured by the squad- 
rons since the last annual report, nnd reported 
to the department prior to November 1, is 324, 
classified tn follows: schooners, 105; steamers, 
£8: sloops, 40; brig*, 3; barks, 3: small boats. 
Wb Tbe total number of captures since the 
commencement of the rebellion is 1,379, viz: 
Fchoontrs, 652; steamers. 267: sloops, 171: 
brigs, 33; barks, 29; ships. 15; yachts aud small 
boats, 117. 

The gross proceeds arising from the sale of 
condemned prize property amounts to £14, 396,- 
250 51; expenses, $1,237,153 96, leaving for dis- 
tribution, one-half to the captors, and one-half 
to the United States a« a naval pension fund, 
*13.190.341 46.

PRIZE LAW. 

The seventh section of the act in relation to 
abandoned and captured property, approved 
July 2. 3864, reverse** the lew of prize av it stooti 
prior to the present rebellion, and also ae ad- 
judged ond applied *inoe the commencement of 
the rebellion by the Courts in their exercise of 
prize jurisdiction. It reverses also for the future 
the public policy of the country upon the sub- 
ject, a? manifested in the legislation of Congress 
both before the rebellion and since iU com- 
mencement up to the date of this act. 

By the terms of this section the naval officer 
seizing or taking property has the option either 
to send it in to the Courts or to turn it over un- 
der the act of March 12/1863, to the Treasury 
Agent. No one but the naval seizer has this 
option. All other persons must torn over their 
seizures to the Treasury Agent. It is difficult 
to perceive the purpose for which the distinc- 
tion is made. The property seized is either 
liable to capture and c ondemnation a* prize, or 
it is not. If it he so liable, he is bound to send 
it to tbe Prize Court. Why, then, should he 
have authority to turn it over to the Treasury 
Agent? And if it he not. so liable, why should 
the naval scizer alone he relieved from the 
obligation of sending it to the Treasury Agent? 

If it bo- the object of the section to take away 
tbe character of prize of w ar from all property 
which may be captured by naval forces on the 
inland water* of the United State*, it is respect- 
fully submit fed whether its repeal is not. de- 
manded by the highest considerations of public 
policy. 

eoxTRAcrrs. 

The present contract systeiU/is open to many 
and serious objections.’ Whatever may have 
been its merits when originally established, the 
condition of tbe country and of trade has so 
changed a» to render essential modifications 
necessary, if not the abrogation of tbe system 
itself. The instability of prices, and a rising 
market during the progress of the war, have 
made it difficult., and, in some instances, almost 
impossible to procure offers for contracts to 
furnish yearly supplies for the navy from hon- 
est nnd reliable contractors at a rate which does 
not contemplate the highest market prices for 
gold, as well as long delay in the time of pay- 
ment. Any change for the better in the condi- 
tion of the country or the market will be again 
to the contractor who has an annual contract, 
aDd a corresponding loss to the Government. 

It is worthy of serious consideration 
whether, for the present at least, it would not 
be for the true interest of the Government to re.- 
linquish the system of annual contracts alto- 
gether, nnd authorize purchases to be made by 
agents of probitv, whose fidelity and integrity 
have been te*stcd through years of faithful ser- 
ve •• and who bare a life-long commission as 
well as a character to lose as a penalty for mal- 
feasance. 

Malfeasance on the part of officials in connec- 
tion w ith the purchase and delivery of supplies 
was alleged to exist, and with the purpose of in- 
vestigating and bringing such fraudulent prac- 
tices to light, application was made to the War 
Department, which detailed an officer to prose- 
cute these inquiries. The result is that many 
and great frauds have been discovered. Pro- 
ceedings have accordingly been instituted, and 
are now in progress against some of the parties 
implicated before military tribunals under the 
statute, and against others in the civil courts.

This exhibits an average annual expenditure, 
through four years of expensive war, prosecut- 
ed under many and great disadvantages, of 
$70,161,813. Could the transactions of the de- 
partment have l>een conducted on the true stan- 
dard of value, that of gold and silver, or of pa- 
per convertible into money at the will of the 
holder, our naval war expenses would scarcely 
exceed, perhaps uot equal, the current expense 
of either of the great maritime* powers during 
the same period. 

Among other suggestions is that of the remov- 
al of our large magazines from their present lo- 
cations to more secluded situations. 

The importance of the permanent organiza- 
tion of a gunnery-ship, as a school for the in- 
struction of officers and men, preparatory to 
being placed on board cruising vessels, is again 
presented. 

The chief of the Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery states the nutnl»*T of casualties reported 
during the year to be 171 killed and 351 wound- 
ed. The total nnmbar of cases of sickness un- 
der treatment, 61,220, of which number 1,058 
dir d, 58,070 were returned to dutv or discharged, 
leaving 2.111 under treat men* at the. close of the 
year. The total number of deaths is 1,560. 

CONCLUSION. 

In this, my fourth annual report. I have sub- 
mitted somewhat in detail the condition of the 
department and the service. In connection 
with such account of the sudden creation of a 
new American naval power, it has been at the 
same time mv privilege in these communications 
to nmVe official record of a series of naval en- 
terprises and achievements wholly without pre- 
cedent or parallel. No previous conception of 
« ffleient blockade, no former endurance under 
the fire of fortified batteries, no audacity and 
success heretofore known of naval attack upon 
such fortresses, through formidable submarine 
obstructions spread for their defence; no similar 
penetration bv war vessels of internal waters 
through a reach of navigation almost continen- 
tal; no other gigantic scale of co-operation of 
naval with army forces in expeditions aud com- 
bats hundreds of miles from tbc seaboard, and 
along the course of rivers precarious and dan- 
gerous of navigation, can anv where be fonnd of 
a character to compare with the triumphs in all 
these forms of naval effort w'hich it has been 
the duty of this Department during the past 
three years to organize and to report. 

Tf in the prosecution of duties so arduous, 
complicated, nnd exacting, the trust confided to 
this department shall appear to have been faith- 
fully and fitly discharged, then certainly my ac- 
knowledgements arc still due, as they have been 
heretofore expressed, to the gentlemen asso- 
ciated w ith me in its management, to the whole 
clerical force, to the several chiefs of bureau**, 
nnd especially to the invaluable services of the 
Assistant Secretary an& the chief clerk of the 
depar tment. 

But it is to the officers and men of onr naval 
service that tbe great renown of w hat has thus 
been done, and is doing, justly belongs. The 
best administration of this department can do 
little more at any time than to give them the 
adequate menus nnd the right opportunity of 
action. To them, therefore, first aud always, be 
the honor, when their own country and the 
world shall recognize in this expansion and 
these exploits of our naval power a spectacle of 
patriotic and virtuous heroism worthy of the 
c ause in which it i> displayed, and of the na- 
tional life which it illustrate* nnd deffpds.

It is very 
certain that he has not vet opened communica- 
tions with the coast, though he may very soon 
do so.

Another paper states that there 
has been no communication with Savannah for 
several days, bnt we apprehend the wires have 
been cut hetweeu that place and Charleston.

The World’s Washington special has an ac- 
count of a battle in front of 8avannah on Satur- 
day, the loth, which, he says, comes direct from 
a loyal resident of Richmond. He says 28,000 
of Sherman’s men, at an early hour , crossed the 
Ogeehce liver, below Bloomingdale, some 12 
miles south of Savannah, and massing between 
that point and Telafair, the left wing exteuded 
so as to cut tbe Charleston aud Savannah Rail- 
road. Communication had been effected the 
proceeding day with Foster, who was again 
rapidly advancing on Graliamsvillc. 

The rebels began retreating from this strong 
position south of Pocotaglio bridge, evidently 
alarmed at finding themselves threatened both 
in front and rear by superior forces of Sherman, 
who was on the field and found himself con- 
fronted by a large force of regulars and militia 
entrenched. 

Tbc battle began early in the day and was 
contested with great furv on botli sides, the 
garrison of Savannah numbering 12,000 veteran 
participating. • 

Toward noon a grand charge was made by 
the Union troops, which carried some of the 
woiks on the enemy's left and centre, threaten- 
ing to cut him ofl' from the inlet and city. This 
was followed by an advance of the whole line, 
which doubled up the rebel formation iu confu- 
sion, and they fell hack to the immediate vicin- 
ity of the works in the rear of Savannah, and 
our troops pursued them to Telfair on the south 
nnd a corresponding distance on the upper rail- 
road. 

Here our troops rested, finding the enemy’s 
w orks very strong, and our men, from a heavy 
march the previous night and the severe fight- 
ing, being worn out. The loss was severe on 
both sides — 2,500 Union troops, and between 
3,000 and 4,000 rebels, among w hom were fully 
1,200 prisoners, including many officers of rank. 
Many colors, cannon, small arins, w agons, aud 
caissons were captured. 

Smith, Hardee, and Cobb were in command 
of the rebels, whose loss at first was less than 
ours, owing to their protection, but at tlio close 
of tbe action they suffered tremendously. It is 
believed all the rebels at the head of the Inlet, 
four or five thousand, would be captured. The 
facts, says tbe World’s correspondent, h ive been 
carefully concealed by the rebel authorities. 

The greatest consternation prevailed iu the 
city of Charleston. The last news left Sherman 
close to tbe coast, cither able to form a junction 
with Foster and the fleet, or to attack Savannah 
with prospect of success. 

New York, Dec. 14. 

Tire Tribune's Washington special savs: Con- 
gressman Washburae, who returned to-day 
fiom Grant’s headquarters, represents Warren’s 
movement as a perfect success, and that Grant 
is confident of the whole situation. Mr. Wash- 
burne himself feels more confident in the future 
from his visit than from anyone. 

General Warren’s mission was to destroy the 
Weldon Road and bridges as far as possible, and 
discover and destroy the new cross-road from 
the Weldon to the Danville road, which Grant 
knew was in process of construction, and was 
designed to send to Richmond his supplies from 
the south. This w as accomplished by General 
Warren. 

The Tribune’s Army of the Potomac special 
thus sums np the results of Warren’s expedi- 
lion: Makings rapid march of fifty miles, he 
destroyed three important bridges, over twenty 
miles of railroad, a large amount of forage and 
other stores, burned Sussex Conrt-liouse, cap- 
tured a store or two of prisoners, and will reach 
camp to-morrow, having sustained but trifling 
loss'. 

New York, Dec. 1.3. 

A Fort Morgan letter of the 30th ult. to the 
New Orleans F.ra says: The first reported rebel 
force to this point is said to be at Fish liver, fif- 
teen miles np the Mobile Bay. But this is 
111, tiling more than an advanced post. 

They remain very quietly on the defensive, 
with an occasional shot from the rebel batter- 
ies at onr gunboats, simply to get the range. 
Nothing of importance has occurred. 

A new rebel ram has come down the Tombig- 
bee river, and is now at Zelma having her armor 
and plating put on. 

She is reported to he a very formidable engine 
of war, of the pattern and style of the rara Ten- 
nessee, captured bv us during the Fort Morgan 
bombardment. She is expected to arrive in 
Mobile at an earlv date. 

There ai e said to lie seven rams and gunboats 
inside the obstructions, beside some water hat- 

t cries. , . , , 

The obstructions arc of a very strong and al- 
most irngassable nature, with large piles driven 
into the water. It will require skill and daring 
to overcome these rebel means of defence. 

It is said that there are no less than four or 
five blockade-runners at MoW'e, all eagerly 
waiting to escape.

THE MARIA AND HER OFFICERS. 

This steamer had just made two trips, and 
was valued at $40,000, being entirely new. She 
wr.s commanded by Captain Alexander Mont- 
gomery, who owned the boat, with Henrv Jones, 
Joseph Scott, and Barker, Hart, A (look, of 
Cincinnati. Sol. Calterlin and David Blateh- 
fosd were her pilots, and Wee. Dravo and Wm. 
Dravo were her clerks. Wes. Dravo was clerk 
of tksCherokec, which was burned here some 
months ago. 

The clerk is said to he badly burned on the 
hands and feet. The pilots have said no person 
w as scalded, and that fact is referred to as proof 
that the explosion was not that of a boiler. 

There was in the safe in the office of the boat 
85,000, which was not secured, and is believed 
to he lost. 

The steamer Lillie Martin followed the Maria, 
when the latter, having loosened her lines, was 
blown from tbe shore, ran alongside and took 
off passengers and crew. The clerk and many 
others escaped to a barge immediately after tire 
explosion.

TERRIBLE STEAMBOAT DISASTER - BURNING 
OF THE STEAMER MARIA. 

One of the most serious river disasters of late 
days occurred yesterday morning at Caronde- 
let, a neighboring city, about six miles distant 
in a southern direction. Several boats were 
taken by the Government and loaded with 
horses arid troops for Louisville. They started 
Saturday morning, and among them was the 
Maria. The strong wind and heavy ice com- 
pelled the boats to halt at Carondelet for the 
night. The pilots and other employes of the 
Maria said to our informants that while the boat 
lay at the wharf without steam in her boilers, 
ari explosion took place on the larboard side of 
the main deck, near tlie toiler, the explosion 
goiDg upward, making a hole in the boiler 
deck through which the clerk of the boat aud 
several ether persons fell upon the boilers. 
What exploded they do not know, but know it 
could not have been one of the boilers. They 
shy it may have been a lrox of ammunition At 
ali events, the boat instantlv took fire. While 
in this condition, a gust of wind struck tiie 
Maria and carried her to a bar, upon which she 
grounded and was entirely consumed. 

statement of th:: soldiers. 

On board tlie Maria were about eight'- soldiers 
of the Third and Fourth Iowa cavalry, and tlie 
Tenth Missouri cavalry. Their statement is 
that at the time of tlio disaster, the fires were 
burning under the Boilers, and they attribute 
the explosion to a collapse of the boilers, pro- 
duced by water being pumped into them when 
hot ami empty. One of the I. soldiers savs 
lie heard a singing noise issuing from the boilers, 
like tlie whistling of the wind, about five min- 
tiles before the explosion. Captain Alexander 
Montgomery, commander of tlie boat, had gone 
aslioie a few minutes before the accident, to see 
if his consorts were ready to start. 

It was between six and seven o’clock, while 
ncarlv all the soldiers were in bed, that the ex- 
plosion occurred. They were sleeping in the 
cabin, which was split in the centre by the ex- 
plosion. and the soldieis were precipitated to 
tlie lower deck, some falling on the boilers, 
some among the horses, and some clinging to 
the sides of the crnmliliuir cabin. A terrible 
scene oi excitement and confusion ensued. Tlie 
eoildiers, seeing that tlie boat was on fire, rushed 
for the shore without stopping to seonro any of 
their baggage or arms, and many of them even 
left their shoes and hats behind. There was a 
lot of hav on the deck, and this immediately 
took fire.' end burned with great rapidity. Some 
of tlie officers ordered the men to throw the 
hay overboard, aud they commenced doiug so, 
but, as it was necessary to cut the boat loose to 
prevent tlie flames from communicating to tlie 
Lillie Martin, tlie men leaped ashore and saved 
themselves as best they could. 

Lienteuant-Colonel Benton, of the 10th Mis- 
souri cavalry, commanding tbe troops on the 
three boats," was on the Maria, and lost every- 
thing hut the clothes he had on, and his sabre. 
He had two verv fine horses on hoard, worth 
over $1,000, which were lost. He was ohc sf 
the last 'to leave the boat. 

One of tlie colored firemen was killed m- 
stantlv. and three or four others were severely 
injured. . , „ 

It is not positively known how many lives 
were lost, hut it is stated that twelve are miss- 
ing The following is a partial list of the 
wounded.

^y-As Sherman nears the sea-coast, his movc- 
H-nts awaken a deeper interest and become 
he object of greater solicitude. His campaign 
as been a long and weary one, and the con- 
used and almost unintelligible accounts of his 
perations that hare reached us through the 
;edium of the rebel press have not been of a 
character to awaken enthusiasm on the part of 
he people in regard to the results of the cam- 
aign. The studied efforts of the rebel press 
o misrepresent the situation, and place Sher- 
an in as bad a light as possible, have not been 
holly without effect. Simultaneously with his 
'vance south, Hood commenced his movement 
orth, and gradually Northern Georgia and 
labama and the greater portion of Tennessee 
-ere relinquished to him. Sherman’s liqireh 
hrough Georgia created a great commotion, 
but, as he did not diverge from his line, 
or halt to capture what seemed to us 
ome of the most important points in the 
Empire State of the Confederacy, the people 
Turned hasty conclusions, and the thought was 
growing strong that the much-boasted expedi- 
ionwasa wild, erratic movement— an under- 
taking but little better than a failure. His 
larch through Georgia has been compared to 
he soughing of the wind through the leafy lor- 
lest, or the ploughing of a steamer on the calm 
bosom of the placid lake, each for the time cre- 
ating a terrible commotion, but soon leaving 
the surroundings as serene as before. The tall 
trees bowed and groaned before the fury of the 
wind-storm, but, aside from the displacing of a 
few branches, no marks of the storm were left. 
The steamer swept onward, ploughing deep into 
the bosom of the lake, leaving behind a wake — a 
furrow over which the agitated waters soon 
closed, and the rolling billows, growing 
calm again, in a few moments, obliterated 
ail marks of the steamer’s passage. The 
rebel reports warranted the people in making 
this comparison. Sherman’s immediate pres- 
ence created great excitement, severed connec- 
tions, and awakened a storm of feeling and 
passion, but, as he passed on, the tumult sub- 
sided, society grew calm again, and the waves 
Vapidly dosed upon the rear of his onward 
march, without any material damage being 
lone to the rebel cause. By an exhibit of 
unggadocio, and the weaving of false and subtle 
arguments, the Richmond press cheered the 
-drooping spirits of the Southern people, and led 
tic despondiDg of the North to believe that 
Sherman's blows were unfelt, that he was in- 
veigled by hostile forces, and that, if he escaped 
annihilation, he could gain only an insecure 
foothold upon the sea-coast with a remnant of a 
jaded and demoralized army. Bat the Rich- 
mond papers can no longer delude the people. 
Their boastful declarations are but mocking 
echoes to the sepulchral beatings of hearts faint 
with hope and almost crushed with despair. 

The situation is growing too dark for the 
rebels even to derive a meagre consolation from 
a show of bluster and assurance. Sherunn has 
met with no serious opposition in his march. 
Nearing the coast he has concentrated his forces, 
and, strong and vigorous, is ready to strike a 
fatal blow. We have Richmond dates of the 
13th inst., which admit that Sherman is in the 
vicinity of Savannah, having formed his battle 
line not more than live miles from that city. 
This important announcement is made in as 
few words as possible, as if the papers would 
disguise the real significance of the situation. 
They even refuse to locate his exact position, 
which Is an evidence that they entertain fears 
for the result. If the Confederate force was 
stroDg enough to successfully oppose him, the 
papers would have no hesitancy in describ- 
ing General Sherman’s location. We ac- 
cept their silence as an evidence that our 
army has secured an important position, from 
which operations can successfully be conducted 
against the threatenad city. The New York 
World’s correspondent learns from a loyal res 
Ident of Richmond, recently escaped from the 
Confederate lines, that a battle occurred on the 
10th inst., between Bloomiugdale and Telfair, 
twelve miles north of Savannah, between Sher- 
man and the Confederates, which, after a des- 
perate contest and a heavy loss, resulted in our 
favor. We have heard nothing of an engage- 
ment of the kind through the rebel papers, and 
the loyal gentleman says that the facts have 
been carefully concealed from the public by the 
Confederate authorities. If the gentleman was 
in Washington on the 13th, in order to have 
reached that place he must have loft the rebel 
capital on the evening of the 10th. According 
to his own statement, the battle was fought on 
that day, the engagement lasting from morning 
till nightfall. At that time no definite news 
from a field so remote could have been received 
in Richmond; and if the gentleman was decid- 
edly loyal, his facilities for obtaining information 
of the kind were not the most ample. The 
rebel authorities would distrust him, and the 
facts be carefully kept concealed from him. lie 
could not have been one of the favorites of par- 
ties connected with the War Department, and 
therefore • the last person to be the recipient of 
then- confidence, and the channel for the leakage 
o( important information of this kind. His 
statement may be true, but it looks to us as if it 
was based upo» the thousand and one rumors 
that gain currency among an excited popu- 
lace when important events are transpiring. 
There is no doubt that Sherman is closely be- 
sieging Savannah, and if he has not al- 
ready captured it, we shall soon expect 
the glorious news to be flashed over 
the wires. We attach no importance to 
the announcement that General S. has not. 
yet established communication with the coast. 
When the sound of his guns is alrea«V within 
hearing of the waters of the sea, it is not rea- 
sonable to suppose that Foster is lying in idle- 
ness. It would require but little effort on his 
part to effect a junction with Sherman; then our 
base would be fully established. Instead of es- 
tablishing a line of communication with the 
coast south of Savannah, it is probable that the 
opening will be made to the north of that city, 
sis Foster conducts his operations from that di- 
rection. With the fall of Savannah the impor ■ 
tant city of Augusta will become an easy prey . 
Sherman has now reached the objective point of 
his campaign, and it will have the culmination 
of glorious events. 

^-Secretary Welles’s Report of the Navy 
Department is given in an abstract on our firs' 
rage. It is an extremely interesting document, 
and the portions which are the most interesting 
we are compelled to omit, for we desire to place 
the business portions before our readers. The 
history of the work of the navy for the pas 
year wo will try to find room for atsome future 
time. The Secretary calls attention to an im- 
portant fact, which is that the Anglo-rebe 
pirate Tallahassee, while depredating upon our 
commerce, is registered as a British vessel in 
the custom-house at Liverpool. The New York 
Times says this is not an isolated case; the A. 
D. Vance was exactly such another. She was 
a vessel engaged in the rebel service, not 
Indeed as a privateer, but in the prelim- 
inary capacity of a blockade-runner, in which 
capacity the Tallahassee also had served 
her time under the name of the Atlanta. 
Governor Vance, of North Carolina, in his 
late message to the State Legislature, spoke of 
her eervicas in comparison with those of the 
Tallahassee, deprecating the latter’s use of Wil- 
mington as a place of refuge, because it in- 
creased the stringency of the blockade, and had 
led to the capture of many steamers, while, said 
he, “it is no exaggeration to say that the A. D. 
Vance alone, in solid benefit, has been worth 
more to our Government than all the cruisers 
we have ever put forth. In another part of his 
message he says: “The blockade-running oper- 
ations of the States are at present pretty nearly 
suspended. The capture of the A. D. Vance is 
considered dne to the seizure of her foreign coal 
for the use of the cruiser Tallahassee,” and 
he recommends that application be made to 
the rebel Congress for her loss. This vessel 
was then thoroughly a rebel vessel. Her cap- 
ture suspended “the blockade-running opera- 
tions of the State,” and North Carolina is to be 
remunerated for her loss by the rebel Congress; 
and )Ct this vessel, when captured, was fouud 
to be nimiing under a British register, issued in 
Dubliu in September, 1803, on which was a cer- 
tificate, indorsed by the Register at Greenock 
on the 21st of May, 180.4, that Capt. Wyllie bad 
that day been appointed her master, and Capt. 
Wyllie was master of the vessel when she was 
captured. 

What charming amity! What honorable neu- 
trality ! 



Congressional action on the constitutional 
amendment in reference to slavery may now be 
considered perfectly certain. We have hereto- 
foie’shown that if the present Congress docs not 
icfei the question to the people, according to 
the provisions of the Constitution, the next Con- 
gress will make the reference by very large mi- 
joiities in both branches. The appeal of Presi- 
dent Lincoln in its favor in bis message, backed 
by the overwhelming popular indication in the 
Presidential election, may induce the House of 
Representatives to take up, as unfinished busi- 
ness, the proposition as it came from the Sen- 
ate, and pass it. A very few changes of votes 
w ill be sufficient to effect it, and the original 
friends of the measure feel confident that they 
can be secured. Such is the demoralized condi- 
tion of slavery in Kentucky; so great the pres- 
ent evils and annoyances suffered thereby, and 
so lunch greater those in anticipation, that we 
believe our Legislature at its approaching rc- 
convention would be sustained by the people 
iuavow'ing: First, that the rebellion his virtually 
destroyed the institution in this State. Second, 
that the sooner we can get rid of the ihndvto 
of a slave labor system and grasp the 
substance of a compensated labor system, the 
better it will be for the interests of labor, the 
moral condition ol the negroes, and the welfare 
of all the industrial pursuits of the Common- 
wealth; and third, as a corollary, from the self- 
evident inferences of the first and second points, 
that it would be advisable to recommend to our 
Representatives in Congress to place the con- 
stitutional amendment before the people at this 
session, and thus anticipate a year for the re- 
moval of a still vexed question from the coun- 
cils of the nation. Such action on the part of 
onr Legislature would probably procure the im- 
mediate passage of the measure now pending in 
the Lower House of Congress. There can be 
scarcely two opinions on the subject; no slave- 
holder can now expect the perpetuation of the 
institution. The veriest secessionist cannot 
rationally expect it. Suppose Hood could— 
as some of this class may be mad enough 
to desire — enter, and temporarily occupy 
the State; no event could possibly more contri- 
bute to the utter destruction of slavery. He 
would, of course, sooner or later, be driven out, 
and the successive waves of contending armies 
would sweep away the broken and demoralized 
fragments of the institution that remained 
when he occupied the State. Upon his expul- 
sion, and upon the return of our citizens to their 
homes, there would be wrecks of farm-houses, 
barns, mills, and plantations, and where would 
he the negroes? The able-bodied would be car- 
ried oil', and the helpless would be left on our 
hands, pitiable objeets of charity. 

But Hood cannot invade the State and carry 
off the slaves. Then the Constitution of the 
United States will be amended, even if 
Kentucky should be so unwise as to oppose 
it. Would it not, then, be far more judi- 
cious for her gracefully now to yield to the 
nation’s desire than sullenly to hold on to a 
hopeless species of property, never desirable, 
and always in fact a source of evil every way? 
Would it not be far wiser for our State to put 
herself in sympathy and good feeling with the 
free States, which so nobly came to her aid in 
the beginning of the rebellion in the day of her 
distress and agom ? By such a course promptly 
adopted, she might accomplish an object most 
desirable for her, and which, in the event of the 
emancipation of her slaves, would lay near the 
hearts of her people — we mean aid from the 
general Government for the gradual bat total 
removal of the negro to Africa. This might 
possibly be secured as a condition of her sup- 
port. If not, her prompt concession and sup- 
port of the constitutional amendment, would 
win the good feeling of the nation and enable 
us hereafter to obtain efficient aid for the great 
object of removing the African from our bor- 
ders — an object not less desirable for him than 
us. It has been aptly said that “America in 
Africa is the solution of Africa in America.” 
Liberia is a noble monument of the philan- 
thropy and prescience of its founders and sup- 
porters, the most conspicuous of whom was the 
great statesman of Kentucky— Henry Clay. It 
is known to every one that he was the life-long 
lrieud of African colonization and was the Pres- 
ident of the Colonization Society at hi? death, 
and had again and again expressed his approval 
of the scheme and his profoundest interest in 
its success. 

Every possible consideration and motive, 
therefore, prompts Kentucky to tin) course 
which we have indicated. We have uo hesita- 
tion, no doubt, in recommending its adoption 
to the Legislature. The anarchical condition of 
slavery in the State positively demands the 
earliest possiblo-actiou for relief. We have al- 
ways bel'cved that the people were in advance 
of the Legislature in recognizing the necessity 
of adapting themselves to the rush of events 
ever sinco the rebellion broke out. If, then, 
the members of the present General Assembly 
have any doubts, let them rise above timidity 
and act with the foresight, wisdom, and vigor 
which the crisis demands, and they can hardly 
fail to receive the approval of their constituents; 
at least they will be justified .by their own good 
sense. If promptness is not used, and the solu- 
tion of the question is laid over to the consider- 
ation of a succeeding Legislature, what will be 
the result? The Republican party have already 
proposed to organize, and have called a State 
Convention on the 1th of January at Frankfort for 
the purpose of earning the next August elec- 
tion upon this question. Where is the necessity 
of entering into an excited contest, and making 
a fight over the wake of the dead corpse of 
slavery? Let us bury the festering carcass out 
of sight, and let the present Legislature be the 
undertakers. We believe they will render their 
names memorable in the history of the State, 
and when the calm verdict is stamped 
upon their action they will win the 
gratitude of the present and of future 
generations. If they shrink from meeting 
the issue, and refer the question to the people, 
we feel perfectly convinced that an overwhelm- 
ing vote will be cast to rebuke their timidity, 
and send representatives to Frankfort, who 
will proclaim that slavery in its present putres- 
cent condition, is an encumbrance to the 
growth, prosperity, and moral advancement of 
the State. Out of the carcass of the lion they 
will extract sweetness; from an effete system a 
beautiful improvement will spring up to solve 
tbc riddle of Sampson, symbolized by bees and 
honey— the emblem of industry.

ij^j- Ti e proposed new issue of fractional cur- 
rency is not yet ready for distribution, and the 
notes of some of the denominations are still in 
the hands of the engraver. The New York 
Post says the fifty cent notes, of which a few 
specimens have been finished, are an inch and a 
half wide and three and a half inches long. In 
general appearance these note* are not unlike a 
large portion of the bank issues in circulation. 
The vignette is the figure of a female holding 
in her left hand the scales of justice; iu her 
right hand is the sword, aud her arm is resting 
on an illustrated shield. Covering a part of the 
shield is a cloud of smoke. On either side of 
the vignette, and extending across the note, 
is the word “fifty” iu bronze, and on the 
extreme ends also the word “fifty” on 
a lathwork background. At each corner 
in the border are the figures “50.” The 
legend on the note is as follows: “United States 
Fractional Currency, Fifty Cents. Furnished 
only by the Assistant Treasurers aud designated 
depositaries ot the United States. Receivable 
lor all United States stamps. F. E. Spinner, 
Treasurer; S. B. Colly, Register.” There are 
also the words “Act approved March 3,1803," 
aud “Engraved and printed at the Treasury.” 
The face of the note, except the bronze figures, 
is printed in black. The back is printed in red. 
At each end, in an oval of lathwork, arc the 
figures 50. The border is composed of the 
words “United States” "50,” and in the centre 
is this inscription: “This note is exchangeable 
for United States notes by the Assist- 
ant Treasurers and designated deposita- 
ries of the United States, in sums not 
left than three dollars. Receivable in payment 
of all dues to the United States less than five dol- 
lars, except customs. Outline figures in bronze 
“50” are printed over the inscription. Ou the 
corners of the back are the Treasury marks— 
“5 — 2 — 6 — 4.” The engraving, the paper, and 
the printing of the bills are all good, and the 
security against counterfeiting, altering, aud 
photographing is far greater than iu the cur- 
rency notes now in circulation. The twenty- 
five cent notes are nearly or quite finished. 
They are to be shorter than the fifties, while 
the tens aud fives are to be relatively still 
shorter. It is understood that the principle of 
historical illustration adhered to in the designs 
of the National Bank Note currency haa been 
extended in some of its features to all the new 
fractional notes.

XXXVII1TH CONGRESS SECOND SESSION. 

Washington, Dec. 14. 

SENATE. 

Tlie Senate assembled at noon, with Mr. 
Clark (pro tern.) in the chair. 

Mr. Nthmith presented the memorial of the 
Legislature of Oregon proving for the re-estab- 
lishment of a manufactory of arms in that 
State. 

Mr. Grimes, from the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, reported a joint resolution tendering 
the thanks of Congress to Captain John A. 
Winslow, of the United States Navy, in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of the President. 
He moved that the Senate proceed to the con- 
sideration of the resolution, and asked a unani- 
mous consent to do so. The consent was given, 
and the resolution considered and liaised. 

Mr. Grimes reported from the Naval Com- 
mittee a similar resolution in the case Lieuteu. 
ant Wm. B. Cn6hiDg, which was passed. 

Mr. Wilson presented the petition of several 
line officers in the army asking for additional 
compensation, deferred to the Military Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Wilson, from tlie Military Committee, re- 
ported back the joint resolution offered by him 
yesterday, with tire recommendation that it 
pass. It was read for the fiist time. 

Mr. Trumbull, from the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, reported a number of private petitions. 

Mr. Trumbull also reported a biff authorizing 
the holding of a special session of the United 
States District Court in Indiana. The bill was 
passed. 

Mr. Chandler — I see in the morning papers 
the following item from Toronto: 

“The S'.. Albans raiders have been discharged 
for w ant of jurisdiction.” 

I desire to offer a couple of resolutions bearing 
upon the subject, one of them particularly, but 
I don’t expect to make tlie Senate understand 
tire state of feeling existing on the border. I 
have a great number of letters from gentlemen 
living on the border in my own city, which is 
within musket range of" the Cand’ian shore. 
Thousands of citizens have been under arms for 
a long time. We 'rave been iu a continued 
state oi alarm irom incendiaries, burglars, aud 
robbers. From this announcement it would 
seem that the Canadian authorities have made 
up their minds to protect these robbers. As I 
understand it, a man comes from the South 
witli a commission, purporting to be Issued by 
Jeff Davis. He enlists his robbing parties, 
crosses the holders, murders aDd robs whom lie 
pleases, and returns to Canada to be protected. 
These letters which I have iu my possession are 
all bearing upon this point "The oue in my 
hand now is from one of the most respectable 
citizeus of Detroit, a gentleman of great wealth, 
and of high political and social position, who 
earnestly desires to avoid any difficulty with 
Great Britain at this time. lie "says: The anx- 
iety growing out of tlie mist and doubt encir- 
cling even* rumor that reaches us is not to be 
endured, and, if, upon some slight provocation, 
our people shall be found engaged m Canada in 
some act that the Canadian Government will 
say is wrong, sooner or later war will be the re- 
sult. He says abo: Will von give this subject 
your immediate attention, for I think it involve-, 
sooner or later, If not properly managed, war 
with Great Britain. 

Mr. President: I have no expectation of mak- 
ing the Senate comprehend the state of excite- 
ment thus announced, and the state of fceliug 
on that border. Vermont may, for aught I 
know, quietly submit to have her towns robbed 
and her citizens murdered, but the Northwest 
will not. I offer this resolution: 

Whereas, recent raids have been organized in 
tlie Canadas and Nova Scotia, and men enlisted 
iu said British Provinces by men purporting to 
hold commissions Irom the rebels, for murder- 
ing and robbing peaceable citizens, burning 
cities, piratically capturing vessels, and mur- 
dering Hie crews, aud for a geueral system of 
murder, arson, robbery, and plunder, of peace- 
able and unarmed citizens of the United States; 
and Whereas, the people of the British Provinces 
stem disposed lo protect, these robbers, incen- 
diaries, pirates, and murderers, not only in 
their individual capacities, but by the quibbles 
of the law; therefore, 

Besolred, That the Committee on Military 
Affairs be directed to inquire into tlie expedien- 
cy of enlisting an army corps to watch and de- 
fend onr territory bordering on the lakes and 
the Canadian line from nil hostile demonstra- 
tions and incursions. 

Mr. Johnson— I object to tlie resolution. 

The President pro tem.— The resolution will 
lie over, objections being made. 

Mr. Chandler — I had hoped there would lie 
no objection to it. I will now offer another 
resolution, which I ask to be referred to the 
Committee on Commerce. 

The resolution was read, and is as follows: 
Whereas, at the commencement of the proa- 
ent rebellion, the United Suites were at peace 
with all tlie governments of the world, and on 
terms of amity and good will with Great Brit- 
ain: and, whereas. that nation,- before the ar- 
rival on her soil of our minister, accredited by 
the administration of President Lincoln, pre- 
cipitately acknowledged tlie rebels as belliger- 
ents, thus recognizing their flag upon the 
ocean, without which recognition it would 
have been regarded and treated as pira- leal by all 
other powers; and whereas, she then proclaim- 
ed perfect neutrality betaceu a republic with 
which he had entertained friendly relations for 
upwards of half a century aud its treasonable 
subjects; and w hereas, numbers ol her subjects, 
w ith the full knowledge of her subjects, are fit- 
ting out fast-sailing vessels, loaded with muni- 
tion? of war, for the purpose of running into 
our blockaded ports for the rebels, thus furnish- 
ing than tlie means of organizing and con- 
ducting tlie rebellion, aud without which it 
could not have sustained itself for two month-; 
and whereas, in addition to the above, and wiili 
tlie knowledge of Parliament, they engaged iu 
the manufacture of piratical English ships, own- 
ed by British subjects manned by British sea- 
mem aud sailing under British colors, for the 
purpose of burning, destroying, and utterly driv- 
ing from the ocean all peaceful vessels sa ling 
uuder the United States flag; and whereas, 
many private and unarmed American ships have 
been burned and destroyed by these pi ales 
from English ports, thus causing great loss and 
damage to the citizens of the United SUtes; 
therefore 

Besolred, That the Secretnrv of State be in- 
structed to make out a list of each cargo thus 
destroyed, w ith a fair estimate of valuation aud 
interest at ti per eent per annum from the date 
of capture or destruction to the date of presen- 
tation, and that he be directed to demand from 
tbe British Government payment in full for all 
ships or cargoes destroyed us aforesaid. 

Mr. Johnson objec ted to the resolution, which 
lies over. 

Mr. Doolittle wished to have the resolution 
in relation to taxation offered by him on Mon- 
day, taken from the table and referred to 
the Committee on Finance. 

Mr. Doooiittle said: I desire to call the at- 
tention of the members of tiie C -mini itee on 
Finance to the special points mentioned with- 
out at all entering into a discussion. The reso- 
lution instructs the committee to inquire into 
the propi ietv of a tax ou all sales of both real 
'and personal property. According to tlie In st 
estimate that can be made, the smallest 
amount lliat would be prodneed by this tax 
would be *75,000,000 & year. It not only pro- 
poses a tax on sales actually made, but upon all 
who sell stocks, gold, and produce. It will 
have more of a restraining effect on the specu- 
lation iu gold than any gold bill which can be 
passed, which shall make it a penal offence to 
sell gold iu the market or make any distinction 
between gold and paper currency. It also pro- 
poses that the committee shall inquire into tbe 
propriety of adding a tax of 25 per cent, to ail 
the railroad fares of the country, including 
street railroads, steamboats, aud fet Tics, making 
such companies lax gatherers for the benefit of 
the Government. There is a source of income 
and revenue which is the most immediately 
accessible of any upon which the Government 
can lay its bands, aud which would lie received 
in large quantities from powerful companies 
whose revenues would become immense. This 
is the time when we should seize hold of these 
means w hich will produce revcuue for money. 
tVc must, have another part in the res- 
olution. It js simply to inquire whether 
it is not best to prevent the organiza- 
tion of any banking companies, allowing 
at the same "time these banks now ill existence 
to withdraw tbeir circulation aud go into op- 
eration under tlie general bank law. He then 
explained the fourth provision of his resolution 
in reference to the substitution of other interest 
bearing notes for those now in circulation. 

Mr. Sherman — Before a vote is taken, I would 
like to say a word or two. I have no objection 
to the reference of the resolution, but will state 
that the Committee ou Finance have already 
this subject under consideration, as recoin 
mended by the Secretary of the Treasury iu his 
annual report and by the President of the United 
Slates in his message. 

All the points at issue w ill be considered in 
tbe committee without any resolution on the 
subject. 

Mr. Sliermau explained further, that, while it 
was well enougli for Senators to express au 
anxiety on the subject, all bills to raise revenue 
must originate in tiie House of Representatives. 
The Senate should remember that at the last 
session it passed resoluWns for a special income 
tax, aud the House sent it back on the ground 
that all such measures should origbiatc in the 
House. He thought that this resolution would 
create a controversy with the House, which lie 
desired to avoid. Tlie Senate must await their 
action. Mr. Sherman believed there was a ne- 
cessity for increased taxation; there were several 
reasons for it. The fpldiers were now serving 
in the field, and enduring the hardships of mili- 
tary service, while the citizens wets reaping 
rich l rofits from the war by engaging in bust 
ness, and were doing better than they had done 
during am- previous year. He thought it 
was but "rigid that they who are reap- 
ing rich profits out of the war, hould pay 
liberally. If we increased our national debt, 
and put those taxes upon future gcneiations. we 
compelled these soldiers who had fought our 
battles to bear the expenses of the war. 'Ibis 
would be uujust. 

Mr. Brown— I have no objections to the ref- 
erence of tliis resolution to tlie Committee on 
F nauce if it was introduced simply for setting 
lortb the views entertained by the Senator trom 
Wisconsin (Mr. Doolittle), indicating the direc- 
tion in which he thought Inquiry should he 
made, but if U is goiug to that committee by 



general consent, and is to be taken as anv indi- 
cation that the Senate concurs iu the sugges- 
tions made, I, for (me, shall say that I differ very 
widely in regard to the policy he has indicated 
and expects to follow from that which he seems 
to anticipate. I will add but one word more, 
ard sav this: that I think the gentlemen are 
perhaps mistaken in regard to the extent to 
which taxation can be carried, and that we are 
perhaps nearer to the point at wjjich it can 
properly be borne than many persons Imagine. 
Mr. Brown continued hi'- remarks, advocating 
a reduction of expenses in the conduct of the 
Government. 

Sir. Doolittle — I agree with the Senator from 
Missouri entirely in what he says about the ne- 
cessity of reducing expenses in every possible 
way. I will go with him in anv eiSirt to reduce 
them, and to compel tlie Administration, in 
every department of the Government, to exer- 
cise the strictest economy ims-ible; at the same 
time our necessary expenses are so great, and 
must be so great", that we arc compelled to 
seize hold of every source that will certainly 
bring ns revenue. I don’t expect, of course, 
that these resolutions shall go forth as express- 
ing the views of the Senate upon the points I 
have presented. Still the points are of sufficient 
interest and importance to be well considered 
by that committee. 

The resolution was then referred without ob- 
jection. 

Mr. Chandler moved that the resolutions of- 
fered by him to-day be printed, which was car- 
ried. 

Mr. Brown offered the following, Which was 
adopted: 

Besolred, That the Committee on Military 
Affairs be instructed to inquire into the expedi- 
ency of repealing an act of Congress of March 
21, 1861, entitled an act to remove the United 
States arsenal from the city of St. Louis, and to 
provide for the sale of the land on w hich the 
same is located. 

Mr. Doolittle moved that all bills, petitions, 
and memorials which were pending at the close 
of the last session of Congress be referred to 
tbeir appropriate committees. Tins was car- 
ried. 

A joint resolution from the House was an- 
nounced. giving notice to Great Britain of tlie 
termination of the reciprocity treaty. 

Mr. Foster moved to refer it to the Commit- 
tee on Commerce. 

Mr. Sumner thought it ought to go to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, and it was, on 
motion, referred. 

The Senate went into executive session, aud 
soon after adjourned. 

Hkaik.'EAbtkbs Department or the East,> 
New York, Dec. 14. j" 
General Orders, Xo. 7. jfj 

Information having been received at these 
headquarters, that the rebel marauders who 
were guilty of murder and robbery at St. Albans 
have been discharged from arrest, and that oth- 
er enterprises are actually in preparation in 
Canada, the commanding General deems it due 
to the people ol the frontier towns to adopt the 
most prompt and efficient measures for the se- 
curity of tbeir lives and property. All military 
commanders on the frontier arc therefore in- 
structed, in case further acts of depredation and 
murder are attempted, whether by marauders or 
persons acting under commission from the rebel 
authority at Kichinond, to shoot down the per- 
petrator's, if possible, while in tlie commission 
of their crimes, or, if it be necessary with a view* 
to their capture, cross the boundary between 
the United States and Canada. Said command- 
ers are hereby directed to pursue them where- 
ever they may take refuge, and, if captured, 
they are under no circumstances to be surren- 
dered, but are to be sent to these headquarters 
for trial and punishment by marlinl law. 
Tlie Major-General commanding the depart- 
ment will Dot hesitate to exercise to the fullest 
extent the authority he possesses under the rules 
of law recognized by all civilized States in re- 
gard to persons organizing hostile expeditions 
within neutral territory, fleeing to it for an 
asylum after committing acts of depredation 
wghin our own. Such an exercise of authority 
having become indispensable to protect our 
cities and towns from incendiarism and our peo- 
ple from robbery and murder, it is earnestly 
hoped that the inhabitants of oar frontier dis- 
tricts will abstain from all acts of retaliation on 
account of outrages committed by rebel maraud- 
ers, and that the proper measures of redress 
will "be left to the action of the public authori- 
ties.

Yesterday afternoon a reconnoissanee was 
made by three regiments from Steadman's 
corps. Oil the Murfreesboro pike a sharp skir- 
mish occurred during the afternoon. There 
were no losses on the Federal side, except some 
halt dozen wuuuded. 

Deserters who came in yesterday report that 
Hood had altered his lines somewhat. Later 
aud more reliable information, however, asserts 
that the rebel force is still in their former po- 
sition. Hood has bsen reported sick at Frank- 
lin witli typhoid fever, but the report is not 
credited. He is undoubtedly with his troops, 
within a few miles of Nashville. 

A lot of Government wood was destroyed by 
a patty of Confederates ten uiilos up the river 
yesterday. A portion of tlie rebel Gen. Lyon's 
command are reported to have burned some 
trestle-work on tho Edgefield and Kentucky 
Railroad, twelve miles above Springfield, Tenti. 

The weather is moderating. There was a 
heavy rain last night. River eight feet, aud ril- 
ing rapidly. 

New York, Dec. 14. 

Gold has been stronger during tiie morning, 
under tlie manipulations of the market, by the 
bulls. The price opened at 233JP, steadily a 1- 
vanccd to 235%, and subsequently large 
amounts of cash gold acre put on the market 
ard the price fell to 234%. 

The Commercial’s Washington special says: 
Geu. Banks has had his furlough extended so as 
to write out his report of tlie Red River expedi- 
tion here instead of in New Orleans. 

.The release of the St. Aibans raiders bv the 
Toronto justice causes much excitement here. 

There is no doubt now that Congress will re- 
quest the President to give notice ol the abrog i- 
tion of the reciprocity treaty. 

The Commercial’s Washington special say--: 
Richmond papers contain no news from Sher- 
man, but there are rumors that the Union pris- 
oners report Kilpatrick killed. Also tiiat a 
Union force had left Baton Rouge for Mobile. 

General IIa> s and Colonel Wild have been pa- 
roled by tlie rebels to distribute supplies to tho 
Uuiou prisoners. 

New" York Dec. 14. 

The steamer Eagle, from Havana on tlicXOth, 
has arrived. She brings Vera Cruz dates of 
the 2d. 

It was rumored that Juarez had abdicated iu 
favor of Manuel Rulzonora, aud was daily ex- 
pected to declare for tlie empire. 

TheEmperor has ordered the reduction of fifty 
per cent in important duties ou foreign imports 
to cease. 

Private advices state that Mazatlan has heen 
evacuated by the Juarezites aud occupied by the 
Imperialists. 

Washington, Dec. 14. 
Acting Rear-Admiral Lee reports to the Navy 
Department, under date of December* 8th, that 
Lieutenaut-Commauder Fitch defeated and 
drove tiie left wing of Hood’s army, on tlie 
Cumberland river, on tbe 4th inst., with a heavy 
loss to the rebels, including several of their 
prominent officers. He also recaptured two 
transports from the enemy. No casualties are 
reported on our side. 

PiTTSiuiRo, Dec. 14, M. 
The river is at a stand. Weather clear and 
milder. More snow fell last night, but has 
turned to slush.

Railway speculation was firmer at the Stock 
Exchange tiiis morning, prices better generally, 
the market steadier, and a fair business done.

There was 
more animation in the market, owing to the 
large shipments of specie and the circulation of 
unfavorable rumors from the Army of tlie Po- 
tomac. The closing sales were tlic highest of 
the day. Money on the street 6@7 B cent. 

There was much excitement to-day on the re- 
lease of the St. Albans raiders, and it was 
the chief subject of conversation in all 
public places. All the daily papers contain edi- 
torial comments on the affair. 

The New York Herald says: If anything of 
this kiud should occur again, it may lead to 
serious complication with Great Britain. It 
this is tlie law wc are to expect from the Eng- 
lish bench in Canada, the American people will 
have to take care of their own border, aud pro- 
tect it bv the most stringent measures.

A Washington special says: In an interview 
vesterdav between tbe President and Governor 
Fletcher", of Missouri, the President urged the 
necessity for a settlement of the difficulties 
among ihe radicals iu that State as preli min ary 
1 1 the appointment of persons recommended 
for office. He charged that discontentments 
there with having delayed the removal of Gen. 
Roseorans, whose change to another depart- 
ment had some time ago been determined. 

Delegates from Kentucky, comprising promi- 
nent supporters of the Administration, had an 



interview with the President iu reference to the 
appointment of commissioners for the valua- 
tion of enlisted slaves, provided for in tlie act of 
February 24, 1<V»4. The result of these confer, 
viiees was the determination not to appoint 
commissioners at least for the present. 

The World gives the particulars of the move- 
ment of the enemy on tlie front of Butler’s lines 
on tlie morning ot the JOth. Four regiments of 
the enemy, in line, preceded bv skirmishers, at- 
tacked and drove in our pickets from tlie Darby 
road to James river, near Deep Bottom. In- 
fantry irom the 24th and 25 th corps were seut to 
assist our cavalry, when the rebels halted. Our 
troops immediately commenced skirmishing, 
imt made no attempt to force the enemv to ro- 
treat, when another party of rebels" passed 
across the field to a point where tlie Kiugslaud 
and Newmarket roads form a junction. Skir- 
mishing was kept up during the day, and the 
enemy fell back at night. It is supposed their 
purpose was to feel onr position. 

About an hour after the above attack was 
made, the enemy advanced in line against Pack- 
et’s on the left front. Burnham forced them to 
retire. By a subsequent attack on oar part the 
enemy was driven back, and our pickets estab- 
lished an advance of the original line. The ar- 
tillery in several of onr flanking bastions were 
very slightly engaged. 

The Tribune’s correspondent with Warren's 
corps says: Sussex C. IF. w«* burned in retal- 
iation for the murder of three of our men and 
the stripping and exposure of their bodies by 
the roadside. The town consisted of a court- 
house. Jail, tavern, and a dozen dwellings. 

Hill’s corps left the front the same dav that 
Warren started. The rebels failed to anticipate 
Warren’s move, evidently expecting another 
attack, and had made tiie necessary preparations 
for its defence. 

The Herald’s special with Warren's corps 
gives the particulars of the march aud condi- 
tion of the country. The plantations he visited 
were large, and gave evidence of high cultiva- 
tion, with an abundance of corn, sweet pota- 
toes, fodder, and live stoek. Thousands of bush- 
els of coni were found in the cribs, and hun- 
dreds of acres on tlie stock. No grain belong- 
ing to private parties was destroyed, except in 
cases of personal obnoxiousnss. 

Apples, whiskey, and brandy was found in 
abundance. Seventy-six barrels were found in 
one lot, and one hundred in another. Fruit 
was also found in large quantities. The major- 
ity of the inhabitants seemed reasonably pre- 
pared for one year’s subsistence. The culture 
of sorghum was a feature ot* tlie plantations 
passed. Turkey s and geese were in abunance. 

Negroes welcomed ns, and returned with our 
troops in large numbers. But little public 
property was captured or destroyed. At Sussex 
< ourt-houee we secured a small lot of ammuni- 
tion, lint their carbines had just been removed.

New York, Dec. 7, 19M. 

On tlic evening of the date of my last letter 
we made up a nice little pat ty to go to Wal- 
laces to see “To Marry or not to Marry.”

Pa is so very practical qjKrat such ma- 
ters ; I have tried a hundred times to infuse a 
little romance into his composition about “Love 
having never known a law except its own sweet 
will,” Ac., but be totally falls to “see it.” 01 
dear, isn’t it too bad? Now, this young gentle- 
man is a particularly nice fellow, and yet I fear 
that pa will object to him simply because his 
infernal revenue bills are not larger. 0, pshaw! 
if he does I will have him any how. See if I 
don't. I drop my pen here for a minute or two, 
for I must have a good cry. 

To Marry «r Not to Marry is one of the 
nicest plays I have ever seen, and it abounds 
with ever so much grace and sprightliness. 
Miss Morant, Miss Gannon, Mrs. Vernon, 
Lester Wallack, and Mr. Fisher have the prin. 
cipal characters. I assure you that there does 
not exist a prettier comedy in the English 
language. 

While on this subject of *s'ew York amuse- 
ments, I think I will go the rounds aud tell you 
my experiences in that way within the last two 
weeks, for after all the newspapers give you but 
little idea of what is really meritorious. 

The opera ever first, and the most fascinating 
amusement to refined society, bids fair to be a 
far greater success this winter than ever before; 
and well it might, for Maretzck has taken un- 
usual pains to bring out soma ucw operas on a 
very magnificent scale. He startled us all last 
week with the production of Don Sebastian. 

It was an immense success, the house being 
excessively crowded. Kellogg (our own sweet 
prima donna), Morensi (also an American) 
Massimiliani, Lotti, Bellini, and Susini arc in 
the cast. The gem is “ Deserto et terra,” sung 
by Massimiliani. I regret that sufficient space 
is not allowed me to give you a description of 
tliis new and delightful opera. (By the way, 
Mr. Prentice, you cramp my genius’ by lnsisiiug 
upon it that I must make these letters shorter.) 

I notice that you arc to be favored with the 
opera next week. That troupe is a most excel- 
lent one. I was delighted last spring while in 
Washington at their performance. Johannsen, 
the prima donna, is not very pretty, but she has 
no superior as a singer in the country. Frederici 
(also, a prima donna) and Canissa are both very 
pretty, the latter exceedingly so. L'eau en vieut 
a la bouelie, as a prominent official, who accom- 
panied me, remarked, Furme6 is too well-known 
to talk about; liimmer and Habelman both take 
high rank as tenors; the latter is a splendid 
looking-fellow— hequite captivated all the young 
ladies while in Washington. They eminently 
deserve a great success in Louisville, and it will 
be a shame upon you if they do not get it. 

I fancy that full dress for the opera is not 
quite so much in vogue as heretofore. v I attrib- 
ute it to the elegant small opera-bonnets which 
are now 60 fashionable. They certainly ate the 
most becoming to the generality of ladies. I 
know it is 60 in my case. If, however, any ol 
my fair readers happen not to have a perfect 
love of a bonnet, don't, I beg of you, go to 
your opera in any other, but call in the ser- 
vices of Nicholas. 

Niblo’s Garden Is also quite fashionable. The 
Corsican Brothers is served up nightly, and is 
meeting with great success. Mr. Wheatley, 
the manager, takes the characters of two twin 
brothers, the one residing in Corsica aud the 
other in Paris. At first the scenes alternate be- 
tween the two places, but toward the last 
Fabian comes to Paris to avenge Louis’ mur- 
der, he having while in Corsica received a sort 
of supernatural revelation to that effect on the 
instant his brother’s death occurred. The mur- 
derer is of course horror-stricken at seeing him 
he supposed dead alive again. The play abounds 
in thrilling and startling effects, and is intense- 
ly Braddonic. Most of our party thought it 
splendid. 

The Olympic, formerly Laura Keene’s, is the 
place to go if you want a real hearty laugh. 
The most spicy little plays are selected, in most 
of which the fair manageress takes the leading 
part. I laughed until I fairly cried at her Saint 
George, in a delightful little burlesque called 
Saint George and the Dragoon. Lou on that oc- 
casion ventured to remark “That any one could 
sec by the way I laughed that I was from Ken- 
tucky.” Just as if we were any the less refined 
because we hailed from that glorious old Com- 
monwealth, noted among other things for its 
pretty and st> lish ladies. I’ll thank you, Miss 
Lou, and thousands of other New Yorkers who 
seem to have a similar idea, to make yourselves 
more acquainted with our true character. 
When you do you will find that our ladies are 
not only the prettiest in the world, but infinitely 
more stylish than most of the ladies one meets 
in society here. There is not in all New York 
as many pretty girls as there are in Louisville. 

I only wish I dared to give you even the initial 
letters of about a dozen or more that I now call 
to mind. 

Winter Garden is a very popular place of 
amusement. Hamlet has lately been brought 
out in a most elegant manner. Edwin Booth 
docs the young melancholy Prince in an unap- 
proachable manner. I think him the hand 
somest and best tragedian of the age. We all left 
the theatre full of encomiums for him. 

The Broadway Theatre (formerly W allack’s 
old Theatre) is growing into favor. I have only 
been there once. Mr. John Owens is the reigu- 
ing genius. His play of Solon Shingle ( a Yan- 
kee lawyer) is very funny. Next to Mr. James 
Clarke, he is the bc6t comic actor I have seen. 

I can hardly commend the place very strongly; 
it lacks that indescribable air of refinement 
which Wallaek’s so eminently possesses. 

Dodworth’s Hall, where ye Artcmus Ward lec- 
tures on the Mormons, is crowded nightly, but 
for what reason is more than I know. I tried 
my utmost to laugh at the stale jokes, but could 
not succeed. I think it trash. What a contrast 
to that Salt Lake business, which had no savor 
for me, was the delight I experienced at seeing 
Miss Hosmer’s statue of Zenobia, now on exhi- 
bition at the Derby gallery. I stood enraptured 
at this the finest specimen of Miss Hosmer’s tri- 
umphant genius. It is beyond my description, 
and must be seen to be appreciated. I congratu- 
late you, my fair countrywoman, in at last hav- 
ing your claims as an artiste known and appre- 
ciated. The world applauds you now, but oh, 
w hat a rugged path you have climbed! 

I hear, through a private letter from a lady 
friend of mine, that your city is exceedingly gay 
just now, and that you have fairly inaugurated 
the winter campaign with a number of very- 
elegant parties. I often wish I could pop in 
upon you and join your festivities. I under- 
stand the Leap-year party was a great success. 
How could it be otherwise under such a hospi- 
table roof as that of Mrs. W.? I wish I dare tell 
my lady readers a tithe of what I have already 
heard of that delightful soiree. I must, how- 
ever, be allowed to repeat my fair correspon- 
dent's praise of the two young ladies, non- 
residents of your city, who graced the occasion 
by their presence. She says their sylph-like 
forms and bright, animated, pretty faces were 
the theme of all beholders. One of the ladies 
in question, I hear, is coming here to spend the 
winter. She will be a great acquisition to 
society here, and I shall Ire rejoiced to be able 
to show my friends so fine a specimen of our 
Hi ntucky beauties. 

I attended a large soiree on the same 
evening, to meot Captain Winslow, of the Kcar- 
sarge. He is a fine, handsome fellow, and is 
entirely mix fait in society. 

I dined at the Fifth Avenue Hotel yesterday, 
and had the pleasure of seeing, at a distance, one 
of y our late belles, now rejoicing, however, as 
Mrs. R. She looks as pretty as ever, and is, I 
heifr, very much admired by the New Yorkers. 

It was my intention, in this letter, to have 
given yon some items in regard to some of your 
citizens now residing here; but I have already 
drawn so largely npon the good nature of Mr. 
Prentice, that I shall have to defer the subject 
until next week.

“THE WOMAN QUESTION." 

While our country is torn by parly strife, 
while political contests wax hot, while orators, 
authors, and ministers arc deploring the national 
calamities, w hile every pen, from that of the 
mightiest statesman to the most unassuming 
scribbler, has been wielded in setting forth and 
magnifying the present evils, the “woman ques- 
tion" has not been neglected. Snatching an 
hour from these stupendous subjects, a few 
have attempted to portray iu horrid scenes the 
evil consequences of the present mode of 
female education;” to expatiate largely on the 
feaiful results of the reigning custom of ex- 
travagance as practised by the much-abused 
sex on the foibles, follies, useless pursuits of 
women. Scarcely a quarterly, monthly, or 
daily is free from some essay, grand aud elo- 
quent, on this hackneyed subject; a volume on 
moral worth, depicting the numerous sius of 
humanity, would be incomplete, not present- 
able to the public, did it not contain some few 
stories of sin and depravity, of which woman 
was the author, either directly or remotely! 

Why, why the cause of all this complaint and 
unmerciful fault-finding? The fault is undoubt- 
edly not in woman, but in her education; and 
who, pray, are the projectors of all plans of in- 
struction? The honored “lords of creation" — they 
propose, discuss, determine, select teachers — all 
depends on themselves. Man is considered the 
superior, at least by man.

Take a sin- 
gle item — dress. We are continually hearing 
lectures on the nonsensical display of dress; 
whole columns of newspapers are given to 
lengthy accounts of balls, the chief items of 
which arc the magnificent toilets of the belles; tho 
material, color, style, and becomingness of robe, 
jewels — all are carefully enumerated, with cost 
attached; but seldom, ayo, never, is the same mi- 
nuteness of detail in regard to the appearance of 
the gallant beaux. Oh no! let tho gentleman's 
dress be ever so fine, coat just from the tailor, 
mustaches worn for the first time (though un- 
paid for), bosom and vest faultless, and let the 
washerwoman's bill lie on his desk waiting to 
be receipted (and these things do sometimes oc- 
cur even with those whom we suppose to be 
wealthy), what though he did refuse a peuny 
to the half frozen, cry ing child on the corner- 
does he not make a good appearancs in the 
ball-room? Alt, these faults are not with the 
fair ones alone; you, my dear sirs, have your 
full share of them. 

Though defending, I would be just. The 
present modes of living, of needless expense, 
of excesses in amusements are disgraceful to our 
loved countrymen and women* Our once beau- 
tiful land is almost one yawning grave; where 
a few y ears since stretched waving fields and 
green hillsides are now thickly dotted fresh 
mounds, and for every one a heart is bleeding; 
for each quiet sleeper goes up a wail from a 
home made desolate; our fields are moistened 
with blood which cries out against all this mock- 
ing g.ivety O, women of America, think you 
the noble mothers of the Revolution revelled 
thus while brothers and fathers were dying? 
Arouse, clothe your hearts in mourning, extend 
the aiding hand to starving sisters, let fall the 
tear of sympathy, weep with the broken-heart- 
ed, and comfort the mourner. 

Why are not girls educated in domestic ac- 
complishments? Any amount of money is ex- 
pended by parents in music, French, drawing; 
but where will ten girls outof a hundred be found 
who can make a loaf of bread, a plate of soup, or 
dress a fowl. Such were the words of a learned 
writer in a lengthy article on “Female Educa- 
tion.” Do you, young men, believe that the 
young ladies whom you visit, whose accomplish- 
ments you admire, and with which you fall in 
love, know nothing of these things of real life ? 
Believe me, sirs, they are quite as expert in the 
mysteries of the kitchen as in the arts of the 
parlor. “But why U it not more generally 
known?” you ask. I can tell you: The young 
men of the present day are sadly deficient in 
the bump of appreciation; they have light 
heads, light tastes, light pockets, with few 
exceptions; unable to comprehend good, 
solid education. Young ladies are fond 
of admiration, attention, beaux. There- 
fore they affect ignorance of domestic and 
knowledge of parlor accomplishments. Poor 
creuturis! Love of admiration causes them to 
have earned and deserved the title deceitful; but, 
indeed, they are not thorough in those attain- 
ments that you dote on so admiringly ; it re- 
quires little knowledge of music to play accom- 
paniments to the sentimental songs you spend 
half an hour in selecting, your last “two-and-a- 
half dimes” to pay for; — and “oh, she sings 
divinely!” “her playing is exquisite!” Those 
drawings are borrowed for the occasion— the 
French, a few well-learned phrases or sentences 
remembered from school-days — but you should 
see the piles of neatly-executed embroidery, 
drawers full of linen, scams like fine cords, and 
hems rivalling machine-work. You should hap- 
pen in when “we have no girl," about meal- 
time; then, perhaps, you will see how happily 
you kave been deceived. 

Tis a favorite pastime with many men to 
trace the authorship of crimes, hoping to find a 
woman “at the bottom of it." I have attempted 
to show how men arc the authors of foibles and 
follies practised by women.

The works of Shakespeare the immortal, tha 
writings of Burke the sublime, and the produc- 
tions of many authors of less persistent dis- 
tinction, have been subjected to the processes 
of subtraction and cpitomigat'on, by which 
the incrustations of superfluous words, which 
too often conceal the sparkliug gems of thought 
beneath, are removed, and the iridescent bril- 
liancy of poetic and philosophic verity per- 
mitted to display iu true glories. The apt 
phrases and pertinent sentences of those who 
have achieved fame of eternal vitality at the 
point of the pen, like (if I may be allowed the 
comparison) the French and Latin quotations 
in the appendix of a duodecimo dictionary, soon 
become the substratum from which the mate- 
rial of ranch of onr popular language is fabri- 
cated. Thus we have the “Maxims” of the 
French and the “A»as” of the English and 
Americans; as. for example, “Caxtoniaua,” 
“Prenticcana,” “Eliana,” etc., etc. Why not 
a Hugo-ana? “LesMise rabies,” the great novel 
of the age, abounds iu as many strange and 
instiuctive morals, maxim*, beauties, aud in- 
consistencies as any simjlar production of the 
present century. Our apology for making this 
dissection is that the book is large, and, as such a 
work is generally read for the story only, and not 
for the moral seutiments or philosophical maxims 
which it contains, it is to be feared that the best 
parts of it will be overlooked or soon forgotten. 
To save labor, and as a pleasant pastime, we 
will, therefore, endeavor to present a few of the 
more striking and instructive passages of this 
truly great work of fact and fiction. Not that 
these ideas are wholly tine, novel, or original, 
but because they are Instructive and suggestive, 
and, in most instances, briefly and beautifully 
•xpreesed. 

One thing will strike the reader as being very 
remarkable, viz.: that so many American pro- 
ductions, published since the appearance of 
“Les Miscrables,” should have suffered so griev- 
ously from the gross plagiarism (?) of M. Hugo. 
The authors of such productions must console 
themselves by the reflection that many modern 
celebrities have suffered in a similar manner 
from the pilferings of such writers as Byron, 
Milton, Shakespeare, etc. They have our sym- 
pathies.

In Boston the concerts on the Great Organ 
ate the musical features since the departure of 
the Getman Opera Company.

now devoted to musical eutertainmeuts. Last 
Saturday a new operetta. “A Night at Rome,” 
by Mr. Julius Eiehbcrg, was produced. The 
music is described as pleasing and meritorious, 
and we well know by Mr. Eichbcrg’s published 
opera, “The Doctor of Alcantara,” that he is 
capable of excellent things in the composing 
line. 

Gottschalk and Miss Lucy Simon*, the vocal- 
ist, are giving “farewell concerts” in Boston, j 
assisted by Mnzio, Morelli, and Decider. 

The Chicago Musical Union intends hereafter \ 
to coniine its public enterin' mnents to oratorios 
and gems of sacred music. The members of the ! 
Union arc now rehearsing the “Stabat Mater.” • 
Professor Carnes is giving a scries of concerts j 
in Boston. He is a blind vocalist, who pro- | 
esses to sing lower ou the scale than any other i 
man in the known world, and promises with his : 
voice to imitate a band of music, giving a num- 
ber of distinct solos, and reach the third E flat ; 
in the bass, with a eonlpass of five octaves — a j 
feat, it is believed, which no other man ever 
executed. lie will slug “Rock of Ages" aud 
‘Oft in the Stilly Night” with his soprano voice, 
as soft and clear as that of any lady, and will 
execute difficult music on the cornet with one 
hand, with the other accompanying himself on 
the piano. 

Costa’6 oratorio of “Eli” was given on Sun- 
day night in Boston with marked success. Mrs. 
Cary and Miss Houston were the most ap- 
plauded of the solo singers. 

Otto Dresel, the Boston pianist, is giving eon- 
eel ts there, and the critics say that his playing 
shows “a delectable finish, poetry, and vita'itv.” 
M. Scudo, the late musical critic, w:ts dis- 
liked in England because he said there was 
nothing in that conntry worth visiting, and 
because he added that Handel was a fossil com- 
poser. 

The prize often guineas for the best organ 
composition, offered some time ago by tlic Col- 
lege of Organists at Loudon, has been won by 
Mr. Henry Hiles, of Manchester. Twenty-five 
writers competed. 

Pauline Lucca will be one of the prime doune 
next season at Covent Garden, her quarrel with 
the manager having been made up. 

Jules Behediet has been decorated by the 
King of Wurtcmbcrg with an order of nobility. 

The “Roberto Devcreux” of Donizetti has 
been revived in Paris, with La Grange and 
Fra.-cliini in the principal parts. It was hut 
moderately successful. 

Mile. Nfilsou in “Traviata" and Madame 
Gcmetier in the “Domino Noir” are among the 
latest debuts in Paris. 

A new opera by M. Gautier, called “Pierrot’s 
Treasure,” lias lately been produced at the Opera 
Comique in Paris witli fair success. 

Louisa Pync, as the Margaret of Gounod's 
“Faust," has made as complete and legitimate 
a success as any In her entire career. Her ren- 
dering of the part is deseri bed as leaning to- 
ward the pensive, earnest, aud traditionally 
German view of the character. 

Madame Kenneth, who, though an English 
woman, has for several years been a favorite 
singer in Italy, has just appeared in English op- 
era in London. She made her debut in “Travi- 
ata,” with Swift tenor and Garcia barytone, 
and, though much frightened, was successful. 

Mr. tV. H. Harrison has begun his English 
opera season at Her Majesty's Theatre, London, 
with a splendid Company, including Mesdames 
Louisa Pyne, Hiles, Leffier, Romcr, E. Bufton, 
Furtado, Susan Galton, Burlington, Eliza Doil- 
ing, Cottcrell, and Kenneth; Messrs. Sims 
Reeves, Sautlcv, Swift, March si, Penna, Forbes, 
Renwick, Garcia, George Honey, Rouse, Ter- 
rott, H. Com, and W. Harrison; conductor. 
Signor Arditi. Harrison and Sims Reeves will 
both sing in the same opera — Benedict’s “Lily 
of Killamcy.” 

A new opera by Rubenstein, called “Roswi- 
tha,” is shortly to be produced abroad. 

The Italian Musical Congress at Naples is 
over, and will meet next year at Bologna 
Among other questions “ventilated” were those 
of copy right and authors' rights. Among pos- 
itive results must be announced the annual prize 
of two thousand francs for the best ehoral work, 
offered by Theodore Cottrau, one of Lablache’s 
sons-in-law. 

Listz has left Paris, after leaving in the hands 
of Prince Poniatowski the score of a grand mass 
composed some years ago for a Cathedral in 
Hungary, and which will probably be brongh , 
out this winter at the concerts organizing by M. 
Feliclen David. 

Beethoven's “vidcllo" has been revived in 
London, with Titicns as Leonora and Gardoni 
as Florestan. Santlcy, the English barytone, 
made a great success as Pizarro. 

M. Carvalho, director of the Thcatre-Lyriqne, 
Paris, on the occasion of receiving from the 
state a subvention for his establishment, offered 
an annual premium, to be competed for by 
students in music who had gained the grand 
prize of Rome for the best musical composition 
of an opera, the same libretto being furnished 
to each of the candidates. M. Carvalho also 
engaged to produce the work afterwards at his 
theatre. The decision was confided to a com- 
mittee consisting of MM. Aubcr, president, 
Keber, Felicicn David, Prince Poniatowski, 
GouDod, Victor Masse, aud Nailiart. Compo- 
sitions have been sent in by MM. Comte, Dubois, 
David, Bartbe, and Palahide.

ij^- “Don Sebastian,” the new opera produced 
in New York, is considered by many musicians 
Donizetti’s chef d' amvre, in tho same relation 
which William Tell bears to the other works of 
Rossini. The good genius of the story is Ca- 
moens, the great Portuguese poet; the hero aud 
heioinc, Don Sebastian, King of Portugal, and 
a Moorish maiden, named Zaida. The climax 
turns upon the supposed death of King Sebas- 
tian in battle, and the usurpation of tho throne 
by his brother Don Antonio, in the interest of 
Don Glovnflhi di Silva, the head of the Inquisi- 
tion. The opera requires five first-class male 
voices. The action of the opera is embraced in 
six splendid scenes. The first is that of the em- 
barkation from Lisbon; the second, Zaida’s re- 
turn to Ben Selim's house in Africa; the third, 
the field of Alcazzar, after the battle; the fourth, 
the royal obsequies in Lisbon; the fifth, the 
Council of the Inquisition; the sixth, the Tow- 
er of Lisbon, flight of the prisoners, and their 
death. The most popular musical passages arc 
the fine tenor, romanza, “Deserto in terra,” the 
“Funeral March," and the magnificent septett 
of Act IV. This last named piece is founded 
upon a phrase of exquisite beauty, and will 
probably be preferred to the famous septett iu 
“Lucia.” 

Arrest and Rescue. — Tlic Vincennes Sun of 
Friday says: “On Saturday last, a squad of sol- 
diers belouging to a company which has been 
quartered upon the people of Lawrence and 
Crawford counties, Illinois, for a week or two, 
(for what reason is only known to the Initiated), 
arrested in this city, and incarcerated in Jail, a 
Dr. Jackman, charged with disloyalty, recruit- 
ing for the rebels, being a Son of Liberty, <fcc., 
who resided in Allison Prairie for several months, 
and who, as far as we have heard, maintained a 
good reputation with all his acquaintances. On 
Tuesday night about 11 o'clock, some one 
knocked at the doer of Sheriff Lahue, at his 
residence connected with the Jail, and, as soon 
as the door was opened, a party of seven men, 
masked and otherwise disguised, rushed upon 
the officer, took from him the keys, aud after 
baving rescued Jackman, forced the Sheriff into 
the jail hall, and turned the key upon him. Be- 
fore he was released .Jackman and his friends 
were out of sight, and nothing has since been 
heard of th em. " 

The facilities for reaching the different 
paits of the city of Philadelphia are very great. 
The travel upon the Germantown Railroad in 
1859 was 991.780, and in the fl-lcal year ending 
October 1, 1864, it had swelled to 2,898,495, tho 
increase being trebled. All this tide of travel 
was taken to the Twenty-second ward of the 
city, except abont 70,000 passengers, who went 
to Norristown, iu a contiguous county. Steam 
power is used on this road, bnt the horse cars 
on the street railroads are doing the same kind 
of business in every suburban part of the city. 



Tiie Oi hCi-othes Market in London — Home 
Consumption and Exportation. — The London 
Times has a curious article, showing what be- 
comes of the old clothes picked up in London. 
We copy the material portion*: 

The streams of old clothes that hour by hour 
arc seductively drained, either bv fioral ex- 
change. attractive advertisement, or by tlic 
downright pestering of “Old Ikevs,” culminate 
in the great old-clothes mart in Houudsditch 
where Hebrews most do congregate. The 
clothes that arc intended to remain in this coun- 
try have to be tutored and transformed. The 
“clobberer,” the “reviver,” and the “transla- 
tor" lav hands upon them. The duty of the 
“elobtierer” is to patch, to sew up. and to re- 
store as far as possible the garments to their 
pristine appearance; black cloth garments pass 
into the hands of the “revivers,” wUo rejuvenate 
seedy black coats, and, for the moment, make 
them look a* good as new. The “translator’s” 
duty is of a higher order; his office is to trans- 
form one garment into another— the skirts of a 
cast-off coat, t icing the least worn part of tlic 
garment, make capital waistcoats and tunics 
tor children, <So. Hats are revived iu a still 
more wonderful manner; they are cat down to 
take out the grease marks, refined, and appear 
in the shops like new ones. The streets sur- 
rounding the old clothes market are full of shops 
w here there “clobbered” and "revived" goods 
arc exposed for sale, and really a stranger to 
the trade would not know but what they were 
new goods. • 

The Put chasers . — There is a department of the 
market also dedicated to old clothes, maleand fe- 
male, “clobbered” aud “revived.” It is a touch- 
ing sight to sec the class of persons who fre- 
quent tlic men’s market and turn over the seedy 
black garments that are doing their best to i«it 
on a good appearance — the toil-worn clerks, 
who. for some social reason, are expected to ap- 
parel themselves iu black, and the equally eare- 
wornxnembers of the clerical profession, chiefly 
curates, whose meagre stipends do not permit 
of the extravagance of new suits of clothes. 
The ladies’ market is a vast wardrobe of silk 
dresses, but Ifwcafe to believe the saleswomen, 
the matrons of England arc more thrifty than 
w e give them credit for. “Servants come here 
to purchase, sir!” "No, indeed, sir, ladies worth 
hundred- of pounds,” was the reply we got to 
our inquiries as to the class of purchasers. 

l -rporti d Materials . — Black cloth clothes that 
are too far gone to be “clobbered” and “re- 
vived” are always sent abroad to be cut up to 
make caps. France 'takes the best of these old 
clothes for this purpose. The linings are 
stripped out, and in this condition they are ad- 
mitted dutv free as old rags. Russia and l’o- 
land, where caps seem to be universally worn 
bv the working population, are content with 
still more threadbare garment- to be cut up for 
this purpose. The great bulk of our cast-off 
clothes of all kinds, however, find their way to 
two markets — Ireland aud Holland. The old 
clothes’ bags of the collectors may, in fact, be 
said to be emptied out in the land of Erin, as 
far as the ordinary order of clothes go, while to 
Holland only special articles of apparel are ex- 
ported. SiDgularlv cuough, the destination of 
the ted tunics of the whole British infantry is 
the chests of the sturdy Dutchman. There 
seems to be some popular" belief or superstition 
iu that water-logged country that ted cloth af- 
ford- the t>eet protection against rheumatism, 
consequently these jackets all find their way to 
the land of dykes. The sleeves are cut off. and 
they are made to button in a double-breasted 
fashion; thus remodelled, they are worn next to 
the skin like a flannel waistcoat by all careful 
Dutchmen among the laboring classes. The 
Irish chiefly favor corduroys, and we suspect 
tiie worn-out legs of British pantaloons ol this 
material are cut off and converted into breeches 
for Fat. Where he gets those wonderful swal- 
low-tailed coats with brass buttons is a puzzle 
to all the dealers; it is very certain they do not 
come from this side of the Channel, and it is 
equally clear they are remnants of costume two 
generations back. 

Uniforms and Liveries —Onr readers will per- 
haps have noticed the special avidity the dealers 
iu old clothes evince for all kinds of regimen- 
tals, full dress liveries, volunteers' uniforms, 
beadles’ coats, Ac. Anything specially splendid 
in tliis line is marked by tlic collectors as a 
sportsman marks any rare and brilliantly plu- 
mnged bird, and ultimately it is sure to be 
bagged bv them. One of the largest dealers iu 
London in tiic-e showy dresses once said to us, 
seeing a guardsman going along the street, "A 
thousand to one that coat comes into my hands.” 
Really the inevitability there appears to be about 
the destination of these regimentals, if known 
to their wearers, should m ike them very un- 
comfortable. Tlic dealers would, if they could, 
strip them off their backs just as an eel-woman 
skins an eel. 

A Lord Mayor's footman's full dress livery is 
view ed by these gentry with wolfish eyes. These 
are the great prizes of the profession— and their 
bat baric splendors are destined for a special mar- 
ket— tlic South Coast of Africa, where nature 
puts on her most gorgeous apparel, and the 
great ones of the land are determined to have 
something to match. Travellers often tell us of 
the marvellous appearance of tbocblefs of there 
parts when iu lull mufti; but we scarcely ex- 
pected to find our old clothes dealers tiie regular 
costumiers of these sable dignitaries, transmit- 
ting regimentals, laced liveries, and cocked hats, 
as regularlv to them as a London tailor sends 
his clothes to his country customers. And Mum- 
bo Jumbo will not be put oti' with inferior arti- 
cles— tlic slightest blemish in eoloror inferiority 
in cloth is instantly detected and rejocted by 
these semi-savages, lienee the greatest care i* 
necessary in catering for their wants. It is just 
possible’ that the Lord Mayors for these last 
dozen vears would Ire able to recognize their 
ow n splendid liveries on tire backs of a council 
of these potentates if they could ever he got to- 
gether for anv purpose whatever. We ourselves 
saw an assortment of well-preserved liveries of 
tlic heir to the proudest throne in the world, 
just being packed for exportation to tire grand 
destination of all tine liveries we havejust men- 
tioned. It should he some solace to the parish 
beadle that his clothes, instead of descending in 
the social scale like those of ordinary civilians, 
is destined to flame upon the back of some auto- 
crat who holds tire fives of thousands of men at 
his disposal, instead of only being tlic emblems 
of terror to poor parish boys. 

The I Vaistcoats . — There is one odd item of old 
clothes that has a singular history. There are 
still a certain class in the community addicted 
to the use of silk-velvet waistcoats. This class 
is generally to be found among the well-to-do 
tradesmen of countrv towns. The longev- 
ity ot a black silk- velvet waistcoat is proverbi- 
al"; it will not wear out. After adorning the re- 
spectable corporation of some provincial gro- 
cer until he is thoroughly tired of it. what does 
oris reader think is its ultimate destination— the 
pate of some street German or Polish Jew? In 
obedience to a Rabbinical law it is not consul 
ered right by some of the more conscientious 
Hebrews to go uncovered, and these second- 
hand waistcoats are bought up to make skull- 
caps for tbeir use. 

Hags .— When old clothes are too bad for any- 
thing else they arc still good enough for shoddy 
and mungo. It is tot many years since Mr. 
Ferranti denounced the "devil's dust ’ ot the 
Y’orkshire woolicn manufacturers; this devil’s 
dust arises from the grand translation of old 
doth into new. Batlev, Dewsbury, and Leeds 
have been described as the "land centres of 
woollen rags — the tatterdemallion capitals, into 
which arc drawn all the greasy, frowsv, cast-off 
clothes of Europe, and whence issue the pilot 
cloths, the Petershams, the beavers, the Talmas, 
tbe Chesterfields, and the Mohairs in which onr 
modern dandies disport themselves. The old 
rags, after being reduced to tire condition of 
wool bv enormous toothed wheels, are mixed 
with a van ing amount of 1 rc-tl wool, and tliq 
whole is tbeir worked up into the fabrics we 
have mentioned, which now have the run of 
fashion. It is estimated that shoddy and mungo 
stipple tbe materials for a third of tlic woollen 
manufactures of this country. Here is a grand 
transformation. No man cau say that the 
materials of tiie coat he is wearing lias not been 
already on the Back of some greasy beggar. 

The’ final destination, however, of all old 
clothes is the soil; when art can do no more 
fur much-vexed woollen fibre it becomes a laud
